Shall We Be Scriptural? 


For quite some time I have felt the 
urge to suggest that you carry an article 
in Moopy MonrTHLy calling attention to 
what I term “popular unscriptural state- 
ments.” Statements in this category are 
made, surprisingly, by some of the very 
finest preachers, Bible teachers and 
authors. I know that what I am going 
to submit to you may be considered 
“hair-splitting,” but upon closer exami- 
nation I believe you will agree with me 
that it is the truth. I, for one, maintain 
it is just as easy to be right as to be 
wrong; therefore, let’s be correct when 
making scriptural statements! 

For instance, I believe the most popu- 
lar error is where the unsaved are in- 
vited to “accept Christ as Saviour.” No- 
where in the Scriptures do we find such 
a statement! I do find, though, that John 
1:12 states, “To as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the 
sons of God”; and having received Christ 
as Saviour, I find in Ephesians 1:6 that 
“He [God] hath made us accepted in 
the beloved [Christ].” In other words, 
the sinner receives Christ and God 
accepts the sinner. 

The second most popular unscriptural 
statement I would say is, “If the Lord 
tarries.” Exactly the opposite would make 
more sense and be more scriptural, viz.: 
“If we should tarry until the Lord 
comes!” Nowhere in Scripture does it 
suggest that the Lord will tarry. Instead, 
in Hebrews 10:37 it declares, “For yet a 
little while, and he that shall come will 
come, and will not tarry.” 


I could go on with several more, but 
just this one in closing: “He has gone 
to his reward,” referring to a believer 
who goes into the presence of his Lord. 
Salvation is not a reward; it is a free 
gift. “For by grace are ye saved through 
faith.” No believer yet has received his 
reward, for Christ said in Revelation 
22:12, “Behold, I come quickly; and my 
reward is with me.” Christ hasn’t come 
yet; therefore, neither have His rewards 
been given out. The apostle Paul hasn’t 
received his reward, simply because all 
the returns are not yet in! And that 
applies to all other believers as well.— 
A. W. Lundstrom, Pasadena, Calif.

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Jon Choosing Sermons 


PF YPHO should choose a preacher’s sermon topics? Cer- 
\| tainly not his hearers. No preacher worthy of the 
name preaches only on subjects which people like to 
e hear. While the divine medicine chest provides the 
' palatable remedies of comfort and encouragement, it also 
contains bitter correctives. To preach merely to please 
> man is to dishonor God, condemn oneself, and lead people 
© astray. 
While the preacher should know his people’s needs, 
while he should sympathetically minister to the sheep of 
© God’s pasture, he should have His message directly from 
the Lord through His inerrant Word. That message is 
given by the true prophet even though it is not desired, 
even though it may be rejected. 

What people like in sermonic material becomes valid 

subject matter only as the Lord definitely leads His 
spokesman to speak from the Word upon it. Every min- 
_ ister ought to face this matter conscientiously before God. 
On occasion, what people like may give a leading as to the 
will of God—more often it probably will not. 
' The subject has been brought to our attention by a 
recent survey entitled, “Tell us what sermons you like 
» best.” The most popular sermon theme in this survey was 
[ “How can I make prayer more effective?” Next in line 
|, was “How can I make the greatest contribution to life?” 
| “Ways to increase faith” was third and far down the line, 
so far as percentage of replies, was “How religion can 
eliminate worrying.” 

Such a survey may be of help to the man who so lives 
‘in the clouds that he doesn’t know what is going on in 
the world, but doesn’t add a scintilla to the information a 
' wide-awake pastor already has. Any minister who lives 
close enough to his people, who is in their homes in his 
pastoral calls, who has won their heart and confidence be- 
- cause of his acumen in the Word of God and his under- 
» standing of the human heart, will be able to apply God’s 
' message to men’s needs. To speak to the need of men. we 

must be close to God and men. 


This. Too. Is Proof! 


The new Revised Standard Version of the Bible has now 
been launched some months. The first appraisals—both for 
and against—have been made public. 

Not for half a century has the American public wit- 
nessed such discussion of texts and versions, of details 
involved in translating specific Bible passages. 

The fact that transferral of the inspired Word of God 
into the English language has been the center of discus- 
sion should not make us lose sight of the fact that the

_ God’s Word. This is true despite the fact that sponsors of 
mis}, the RSV have had much to say concerning passages in the 
Authorized Version which they believe were rendered in- 
' accurately or are misunderstood because of outdated 
| language. It is true in spite of the fact that certain pas- 
- sages in the RSV have shown such loose translation or 
» liberal bias as to raise grave doubts in the minds of 
| evangelicals. 

In all these things it is well to keep in mind that the 
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discussions concern details of specific Scripture portions 
—that even in translation there is no problem for the 
greater part of Scripture. Remember also that in every 
instance where difference of opinion may exist there is a 
standard by which to judge—the texts of well authenti- 
cated manuscripts in the original Hebrew or Greek. 

Translations are not inspired, but the original manu- 
scripts. The fact that accurate translation is of such keen 
interest—as we are witnessing now—is in itself assurance 
that in the long run only accurate and trustworthy trans- 
lation will stand. This in itself attests the accuracy of any 
accepted version.

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Manifesto for These Times 


Printed in full on this page is the ten-point manifesto 
recently adopted by the International Congress on Proph- 
ecy in New York City. It is noteworthy for several 
reasons. 

It is noteworthy first of all for what it says. God’s pro- 
gram and purpose should indeed be held before the 
Church and the world in these days. 

It is noteworthy also that more than sixty interdenomi- 
national pastors and lay leaders from throughout the 
United States and from Britain could meet as fellow serv- 
ants of Christ and draw up such a statement acceptable 
in its essence to the entire group. That this was done 
should demonstrate to non-Christians especially, that a 
far wider area of common understanding of the Scriptures 
than many may have believed, exists. 

It is notable also that the manifesto is in essence a re- 
affirmation of what conservative premillennial Bible stu- 
dents by and large have believed and taught for many 
years. The tremendous and almost cataclysmic changes 
within the half century recently concluded have only 


1. FOR MORE THAN A CENTURY, the faithful within 
the Christian Church have borne witness to the prophetic 
Seriptures as infallibly inspired of God and pointing 
toward judgment upon a God-forsaking civilization. To- 
day the whole world lives in fear of annihilation. Many 
nations are exhausted, disillusioned and revolutionary. 
There is no human authoritative voice to guide the peoples 
of the earth to peace, righteousness and justice. If men 
entertain any hope for survival, it seems to rest in their 
carrying out the aspirations and endeavors of United Na- 
tions. But it is our profound conviction, based upon the 
testimony of history and the prophetic Scriptures, that all 
such efforts, admirable as they are, cannot bring lasting 
peace to the earth. 

2. AS A WIDELY REPRESENTATIVE BODY of 
Christians concerned for the welfare, happiness and salva- 
tion of all mankind, the International Congress on Proph- 
ecy assembled in the Calvary Baptist Church, New York, 
November 9-16, 1952, desires to share with all men what 
we believe is the inspired Word of God for this time. 

3. WE BELIEVE that the sorrows of mankind are 
largely due to the failure of so large a part of the Chris- 
tian Church in this century to teach the people the truths 
of the prophetic Scriptures, which concern Jews, Gentiles 
(or the nations) and the Church. Had such devotion to the 
teachings of God in the Bible been the practice, there 
would today be less of the evils of anti-Semitism which 
have disgraced civilization; the nations would have guid- 
ance in their affairs from Almighty God, and the Church 
would be vital with truth and virtue in its service to and 
influence over all mankind. 

4. THE SCRIPTURES RELATE the divine laws of 
justice for all men; they state the blessings which come 
from the Creator’s hand. But there is judgment awaiting 
those who turn the fields of earth into ceaseless war. 
There is mercy from God, through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
for all who seek for salvation, righteousness, honor and 
immortality. 

5. WE BELIEVE that the world is moving irresistibly 
on to the consummation of all things and that the coming 
of Christ for His Church is imminent, when the true body 
of believers living and dead will be caught up to heaven. 
Then will follow the unprecedented time of trouble on 
earth which our Lord called “the great tribulation.” After 
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served to confirm the prophetic future as charted clearly 
in the Word of God. 

It is notable finally that the manifesto calls for action 
It points to the imminent return of Christ and to the 
alternatives of our day—judgment for rebellion and un. 
belief, mercy through Jesus Christ. To the Church if 
speaks a pertinent word concerning the teaching of pro. 
phetic Scriptures and the perils of apostasy. It warns the 
nations concerning war. It pleads with Jewry to examine 
the Scriptures concerning the claims of the Messiah. It 
cries out to all that “now is the accepted time, now is the 
day of salvation. Tomorrow may be too late.” 

We commend this statement and its contents to our 
readers, adding this final word which was included in an- 
cther statement by the Congress: 

“We exhort our fellow Christians everywhere to give 
themselves together with us in complete abandonment to 
the cause of our Lord Jesus Christ and the love of our 
brethren, being confidently assured that at the longest it 
can be but a little while until He who is coming will 
come without delay. 

“Even so come, Lord Jesus!”

earth for one thousand years, as prophesied in the Scrip- 
tures. 

6. WE EXPRESS our profound belief, therefore, that 
the need of all mankind, whether Jew, Gentile or the 
Church, is satisfied in the provisions of the gospel of 
Christ. These are that the eternal God was incarnated in 
His Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, who, as expressed in the 
Apostles’ Creed, “was born of the virgin, suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried. The third 
day He was raised again from the dead and ascended into 
heaven, from whence He shall come to judge the world 
in righteousness.”’ At His first coming to earth Christ died 
as a sacrifice for the sins of mankind, providing salvation 
for all who will believe on Him as the Son of God. This 
same Jesus is coming again as the righteous Judge, a 
truth presented faithfully in the prophetic Scriptures. 

7. WE WOULD WARN THE CHURCH against the evil 
course defined in Scripture as apostasy. The end of such 
turning away from the divine revelation in the Word of 
God cannot be other than judgment. That the true Church f 
is responsible for the teaching of the Scriptures in which 
not only the doctrines of salvation are clearly set forth. > 
but also the divine principles of the kingdom of God are 
clearly applied.

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In Christ’s Stead

publican into the most respectable, 
churchgoing Pharisee. How much that all 
our churches are trying to do, did not 
interest Him at all!

Our role in the world today is clearly 
defined. We are called to stand in Christ’s 
stead, and it behooves us to be clear 
about our mission. We are to pray men 
to be reconciled to God. “Now then we 
are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
God did beseech you by us: we pray you 
in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God” 
(II Cor. 5:20). 

An ambassador—that is what a man is 
when he has been saved by grace, and the 
love of Christ constrains him. He is in 
the world in Christ’s stead. What Jesus

would be doing, he must be doing. How 
Jesus would be doing that work, he must 
be doing it. 


The ambassador for Christ must not 
enly be clear about his mission, but also 
about how he is to fulfill it, if he is to 
stand in Christ’s stead and to represent 
Him adequately. He must catch Christ’s 
spirit and tone. 


We are becoming familiar with the 
type of Russia’s ambassadors. One may 
give place to another. The representatives 
may change, but they are all true to type. 
It was equally true that Germany’s am- 
bassadors in Nazi days were cut on the 
same pattern. What then are the charac- 
teristics of the true type of Christ’s 
ambassadors?

+ One characteristic is authority. If the 
Christian is to represent Christ worthily, 
he must speak authoritatively. This is 
the first impression which Jesus made 
upon men as Mark records Christ’s life 
and ministry. 

In the brief space of thirteen verses 
the scene is laid for the coming of Christ. 
Then when John the Baptist was put in 
prison “Jesus came into Galilee, preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom of God, 
and saying, The time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand: repent 
ye, and believe the gospel” (Mark 1:14, 
15). Then Mark records the impressions 
which Jesus made, and the first is that of 
authority. 

Moffatt’s translation is valuable insofar 
as it indicates that this authority of Jesus 
had various qualities. For example, it 
indicates that it was the authority of 
knowledge. He spoke as one who knew 
His subject thoroughly. “He taught them 
like an authority, not like the scribes” 
(v.22). 

Moreover, he indicates that it was the 
authority of commission. Christ spoke 
with the confidence of one who had all 
heaven behind Him. “Whatever is this? 
It’s new teaching with authority behind 
it!” (v.27). 

Again it was the authority of effective- 
ness. There are kings in Europe today, 
kings by right, but kings whose subjects 
will neither obey nor tolerate them. Their 
authority is not effective. But Jesus was 


not like that. “He orders even unclean 
spirits. Yes, and they obey Him” (v.27). 

Those who stand in Christ’s stead to 
do His reconciling work have His author- 
ity. They have been sent as He was sent. 
On that never-to-be-forgotten evening 
when Jesus met the disciples in the upper 
room where they had shut themselves 
behind locked doors for fear of the Jews, 
“He showed unto them his hands and his 
side ... Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you” (John 
20:20, 21). 

The ambassador is authorized to speak. 
He has been commissioned as was Christ 
Himself. He can, moreover, speak author- 
itatively, because He speaks of something 
which has actuality about it. Reconcilia- 
tion represents Christ’s finished work. 
This is not something which may be, but 
a thing which is. Two of the great theo- 
logians will confirm us on this point. 

In his book entitled The Christian 
Doctrine of Reconciliation, Dr. James 
Denney wrote that “the question to be 
answered is not what is Christ doing to 
reconcile men to God, but what did He 
do for this purpose in His life and pas- 
sion? In other words, we are concerned 
here with what used to be spoken of as 
the finished work of Christ .. . It is on 
its completeness and finality that the 
finality and perfection of the Christian 
religion depend. It is this which justifies 
the evangelist when he says, ‘Receive

the reconciliation’ (Rom. 5:11), or ‘Be 
reconciled to God’ (II Cor. 5:20).” 

Dr. Dale is no less emphatic on this 
point. The boldest representation of 
Christ’s redemptive work in the New 
Testament, according to him, is to he 
found in II Corinthians 5:21 where Wey- 
mouth translates: “He made him who 
knew nothing of sin to be sin for us, in 
order that in him we may become the 
righteousness of God.” 

“This was the ultimate foundation of 
the apostle’s ministry,” Dr. Dale writes, 
“and the ground on which, in Christ’s 
stead and as Christ’s ambassador, he 
could entreat men to be reconciled to 
God.” 


+ Ir the ambassador for Christ is to en- 
gage in this ministry of reconciliation 
adequately and worthily, he must do it 
authoritatively; and he may, for he is 
commissioned to speak of an accom- 
plished fact. He must, moreover, speak 
tenderly. He is to beseech men. He is to 
pray men, not bully and drive. It has 
been said that no man should speak to 
his fellows about the eternal things of 
the soul without emotion in his voice. 

Certainly there are a lot of tears in the 
Gospels. They are not the tears of soft 
sentimentality, but they are tears like 
unto those of a parent who pleads with 
his child to refrain from wrong. “Ye 
will not come unto me, that ye might

+ In such a situation, if revival is to 
come to congregations, it is necessary 
first of all that ministers be what they 
ought to be before God, so as to do what 
needs to be done in promoting revival. 
Some of the things which should be done 
are mentioned in this article, but even 
though these first steps are taken, unless 
the Lord opens the inner ear of the soul, 
the Word will not take hold of the hear- 
ers. The Lord must give us understand- 
ing. 

The apostles are examples to all minis- 
ters. Those who would see a work of God 
in their congregations and communities 
must learn the three secrets of promot- 
ing revival: (1) the secret of being usable 
in the hands of God for advancing this 
spiritual enterprise; (2) the secret of 
power with God and with men by prayer, 
and (3) the motive and use of those 
secret spiritual weapons which are mighty 
through God for promoting righteousness 
in saints and for turning sinners from 
the power of Satan unto Christ.

This was the third year that Captain 
Stabbert and his crew had taken youth- 
ful teachers to conduct vacation Bible 
schools in the isolated villages. Aboard 
this year were thirty-seven students from 
fourteen Christian schools and colleges. 
Together they represented thirteen de- 
nominations.

| + THE next day we anchored at Thetis 
) Island. Tall pines grew down to the rocky 


shore, the sky was decked with fleecy 
clouds, and the water was clear and rip- 
pling as the ship turned slowly “on the 
hook.” 

We gathered in the chapel at the stern 
for prayer and testimony. As the young 
people spoke one after another, one thing 
impressed my mind. This trip was no 
light thing, no summer vacation, but the 
result of earnest seeking to be in the 
center of God’s will. 

Among the teaching staff were six 
young couples. Five of our group were 
professional teachers; six others were 
nurses. Boyd White, I learned, had left 
behind his wife and small baby. Helen 
Daughtery’s mother had been buried the 
Saturday before she left. And because 
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Lee Buckner had come, he would 
have to work to support himself for 
the coming year at Dallas Seminary. 

Each student had contributed one 
hundred dollars toward the expenses 
of the cruise. Many, like Bernadine 
Dringenberg, a nurse, had worked to 
earn the money. Others, like Eleanor 
Gunther, had been helped by their 
families. Some, like Mary Crowder, 
had done deputation work to raise 
the needed funds. 

All had come with the hope of 
teaching the Indians. But there 
would be white children also—boys 
and girls whose parents were in the 
logging, fishing or lime industries. 
They, too, needed to be reached for 
Christ. 

Teachers’ assignments were made 
and the various teams prepared for 
their work as the Willis Shank 
moved up the eastward side of Van- 
couver Island. Nanimo, Union Bay, 
Blubber Bay, Alert Bay and up to 
Hardy Bay we went, stopping at each 
place to leave teachers and supplies 
till only the crew was left. Then we 
returned to Thetis to anchor and 
wait for the ship’s dentist. 


+ GETTING to know the crew was a 
privilege in itself. These workers 
make the ship’s ministry possible. 
Among others were Frank Jenson, 
ship’s carpenter, better known as 
“Chips”; Jack Faulkner, chief en- 
gineer, a graduate of Bob Jones 
University, and Eve Almoslino, who 
earns her living making fishing rods, 
but who cooked our delicious meals. 
Tal Braccini, a former Navy baker, 
did our baking. 

Everyone had work to do. I set, 
served and cleared tables. Tal, who 
was the first one up, would call me in 
the morning. Usually my first job of 
the day was to hold quarts of fruit 
to the light to decide whether they 
were stewed or preserved. The fruit 
had been given to the mission by 
missionary-minded women. Most of 
the jars were unmarked, however, so 
I would try to make educated guesses 
until I had found enough jars of 
suitable fruit for breakfast. It was 
fun, however, and the fruit was very 
good. 

While waiting for the dentist at 
Thetis, I left the ship and along with 
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Vacation Bible schools 


several others visited many of the vaca- 
tion Bible schools on Vancouver Island. 
We drove through fragrant forests and by 
miles of foaming surf, visiting Bevan, 
Headquarters, Courtney, Alberni and 
other towns. In most of these places we 
found our teachers living in the school- 
house, doing their own cooking. Food had 
been provided from the Willis, including 
plenty of chocolate milk, sausage and B 
rations from war surplus. 

Judging from the things I saw, It would 
have been easy for workers to have be- 
come discouraged. 

In some towns the Bible teachers were 
bluntly told, “Please don’t teach too much 
religion.” In others, adults would neither 
help nor hinder. Parents would do noth- 
ing to encourage their children to attend 
the Bible school, but if they wished to go, 
they could. 

The schools were tactfully called Chris- 
tian recreational programs, and baseball 
was stressed. Otherwise, few of the chil- 
dren would have come. General invita- 
tions to receive Christ as Saviour were 
not given; instead an effort was made 
to speak with each child personally. 

In most towns, there was one Christian 
or Christian family who was eager that 
a Bible school be held. These folk were 
not only kind to the teachers while they 
were in their villages, but afterward 
would struggle to carry on a Sunday 
school class alone. 

Few of the places I saw would support 
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held were for children such as these Klakwala 


a minister. The towns are small and 
scattered, and the population shifts fre- 
quently with strikes, changes in logging 
conditions and other factors. The area is 
a field for missionary work by organiza- 
tions and individuals—a field where a 
Christian willing to earn his own living 
might work and witness, holding a Sun- 
day school perhaps and in time breaking 
down the barriers. 


+ Back on the Willis Shank I met the 
the dentist, Dr. Kenneth Cole, who with 
his wife had arrived from Bell, Calif. 
With them on board we once more head- 
ed north to visit the Indian villages 
where teachers had been left. At the 
same time we were to bring the dentist 
to the Indians, many of whom badly 
needed his care. 

The Indian villages were eye-openers 
to me. I had marveled at the scenery, but 
now I realized that the beauties of nature 
do not prompt either godliness or clean- 
liness. The Indians I saw lived in sin and 
in almost unbelievable filth. 

The Klakwalas live on the many islands 
which dot the inland passage to Alaska. 
A village usually consists of a dozen to 
two dozen crude shacks. There are no 
streets, stores or post office, but many 
dogs. As a rule only two houses are 
painted, the schoolhouse and the Pot- 
latch house where village feasts—often 
occasions of drunken celebration—are 
held.

Each village has its hereditary chief, 
who sets the tone of his community. If 
he is immoral and a drunkard, as many 
are, the village standards are low. If he 
takes a Christian stand, as does Bill 
Speck on Turnour Island, his people are 
cleaner, teachable and more gentle man- 
nered. 

In most villages the children are cov- 
ered with sores, impetigo, raw, uncared 
for burns and lice. They seem to have 
continual, uncared for colds, and toddlers 
with running noses are everywhere. I 
went among them, smiling, trying to 
show that I loved them, but hoping that 
no one would touch me. 

Others, however, could touch them 
without recoiling. The ship’s nurse, Jo 
Fulmer, spent days treating their skin 
diseases. Bandages put on one day would 
be filthy by the next, but still she went 
on. The love of Christ constrained her to 
help their sore and itching bodies. 

Dr. Cole’s days were spent filling and 
pulling teeth. The cruise was his “vaca- 
tion,” given to the Lord. By its end he 
had treated sixty-two patients, doing 
sixty-six fillings, forty-five extractions 
and six prophylaxis. To each child patient 
he gave a toy. The Indian children, who 
do not have toys, were pleased with even 
a simple whistle. 

Meanwhile meetings for the Indians 
were held nightly in the ship’s chapel 
with Moody gospel-science films shown 
or a message given. Once when it was de-

cided we did not have enough disin- 
fectant aboard to clean up after the 
meeting, the gathering was held on shore 
in a schoolhouse. Fourteen-year-old 
David Stabbert showed his gospel magic 
to the children and played his trumpet. 
Photographer George .Bloomdahl gave 
an object lesson and I told the story of 
Naaman. It was thrilling to be a part of 
the missionary crew and to share in the 
effort to reach the Indians for the Lord. 


+ In the main, I found the Indian lives 
an isolated life. There is no church on his 
island, and when he comes to town in 
his boat the white man’s church seems 
strange and forbidding. I spoke about this 
to the minister of a church in Prince 
Rupert. 

“Do you or your church reach the 
Indians?” I asked. 

“No,” he told me. “I am here to minis- 
ter to the white people. I often look at 
the Indians and regret that no one is 
reaching them, but they are a group 
apart in the community.” 

A few, however, are doing work among 
this people. At Alert Bay, John Nygard 
works three days a week as a logger to 
support himself, while over the week ends 
he conducts services for the Indians. The 
Sunday evening meetings last three or 
four hours, with the Indians giving long

testimonies, singing special numbers, and 
listening to long but simple Bible exposi- 
tions. But there is room for many other 
workers. 

It would be easy to criticize churches 
in the area for seemingly failing to see 
the need. Yet evangelicals who are them- 
selves surrounded by needy persons in 
their home communities and who some- 
how fail to respond to calls for volunteers 
to do visitation should be slow to speak in 
judgment. We can only keep the need 
before us as we pray and search our own 
hearts to see if we are doing all we can 
in our own places. 

Those in our party who worked in this 
mission field last summer saw thrilling 
results. Nearly four hundred professed 
conversions were reported, or an average 
of one for each day of Bible school held. 

Each worker brought back his own 
personal heart throb. Bernadine Dringen- 
berg, for example, was with the group at 
Alberni. The first day so few pupils came 
that they did house-to-house visitation. 
At one door, a teen-age girl answered. 
Having no classes for her age, they asked 
her to help. Then they had to do more 
visitation work to get beginner pupils 
for her. At the end of the school, how- 


ever, she wrote a letter to the teachers, 


thanking them for showing her how to 
“except” the Lord as her Saviour. 


The clock ticks on, and could our fingers stay

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Victories such as this were most re- 
warding to all on the staff and crew. And 
now as I recall them at home with the 
cruise behind me, one truth stands out: 
the harvest is for the harvesters! And so 
I hope and pray that the Willis Shank, 
and perhaps other gospel-bearing boats, 
will continue to drop anchor in the bays 
and inlets of the many villages to the 
north that the need I saw in this nearby 
mission field may be met with the good 
news of Christ’s salvation.

+I am, of course, aware that there are 
some who question the connection be- 
tween what is going on today in the 
Holy Land and what the Word of God 
predicts. But I believe they fail to com- 
prehend the end-time purposes of God 
set forth in Bible prophecy. 

Some, for example, object that the 
returning Jews of today are going back 
in unbelief, still rejecting their Messiah, 
That, of course, is true. But this is pre- 
cisely what the Scriptures have fore- 
told for centuries. 

There are many passages in the Word 
of God which indicate that the Lord on 
His return will Himself gather His peo- 
ple, bringing them into the Holy Land 
—Isaiah 11:11; 43:5, 6; Jeremiah 31:10; 
Amos 9:14, 15, to mention but a few. But 
there are also predictions which show 
that there will be at least a partial re- 
gathering and return of the Jews before 
the second advent of our Lord. 

This fact may be seen from prophecies 
concerning events associated with the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ 
which clearly show that a great body 
of the Jewish people will already be in 
the land at that time. Writing under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit nearly 
five hundred years before the birth of 
Christ, the prophet Zechariah declares: 

“TI will pour upon the house of David, 
and upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
the spirit of grace and of supplications; 
and they shall look unto me whom 
they have pierced, and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mourneth for 
his only son. . . . In that day shall 
there be a great mourning in Jerusa- 
lem, as the mourning of Hadadrimmon 
in the valley of Megiddon. And the 
land shall mourn, every family apart. 

. . . In that day there shall be a 

fountain opened to the house of David 

and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem 


for sin and for uncleanness” (Zech. 
12:10-12; 13:1). 


Considering the scope and meaning of 
this statement, we realize that here we 
have in summary form the conversion 
of Israel (pictured as a birth in Isaiah 
66, a resurrection in Ezekiel 37, a re- 
gathering in Romans 11, and a marriage 
in Isaiah 62). But the point to note here 
is that this takes place in the land, 
which means that at least a fragment of 
an unbelieving Israel must first return 
to the scenes associated with Israel in 
the past.* It is precisely this fact which 
makes the population trends of recent 
years so laden with significance. 

At the turn of the century there were 
but 35,000 Jews in all Palestine. By 1939

Zephaniah 2:1-3. 


Daniel 9:27, 
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the number had increased to 480,000. 
When the Israeli state was established 
May 15, 1948, some 650,000 Jews were in 
the land. Even this increase, however, 
is as nothing compared to the influx 
since that time, for latest information 
indicates that upward of 1,600,000 Jews 
are now in the Holy Land. Here is a 
swift and striking return indeed, far 
overshadowing in size the return from 
Babylon which Ezra (ch. 2) tells us 
involved approximately 50,000 persons! 
This increase in Jewish population 
should be especially meaningful to Chris- 
tians because prophetic Scripture clearly 
shows God’s age-end program for His 
chosen people follows completion of the 
Church and, I believe, its rapture. No 
passage states the fact more clearly than 
Acts 15:13-18. There we are told that 
after God has “visited the Gentiles, to 
take out of them a people for his name,” 
Christ “will return, and will build again 
the tabernacle of David, which is fallen.” 
The same truth is presented in Romans 
11:25, 26, which states that “a hardening 
in part hath befallen Israel, until the 
fullness of the Gentiles be come in” 
(A.S.V.) after which “all Israel shall be 
saved.” If such an extensive regathering 
has already occurred, how near must be 
the return of our Lord for His own! 


+Nor only does the visitor to Israel 
today see evidence of the most remark- 
able regathering of Jews since the days 
of Moses, but he is confronted on every 
hand with indications that God’s chosen 
people are facing the times set forth in 
Scripture as “the day of Jacob’s trouble.” 
Iam sure the man with whom I spoke 
that morning at the Jerusalem YMCA 
was not thinking in terms of prophetic 
Scripture. Yet he, as others, was only 
too aware of the tension which exists 
today between Israel and her neighbors. 

This tension, I believe, betrays the 
presence of just such opposition and 
antagonism in the Holy Land today as 
might well burst out in Armageddon. 
This does not mean the Arab nations 
will bring on Armageddon. I am merely 
saying that the ingredients of bitterness, 
hatred and desire to crush regathered 
Israel are already present. 

All this tension it seems to me fits 
perfectly with prophetic revelation. The 
sweep of Bible prophecy discloses that 
not only will Israel return, but that 
she will return to a time of tribulation. 
Out of this hardship and suffering will 
issue millennial blessing as our Lord 
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The Valley of Jehoshaphat a short distance northeast of Jerusalem. Prophecy makes 
it clear that nations will one day be judged here (Joel 3:2,12). Paul's Photos 


appears and undertakes in her behalf. 


As Bible students know, references to. 
this tribulation period are many. “Alas!” 
says Jeremiah 30:7, “for that day is 
great, so that none is like it: it is even 
the time of Jacob’s trouble, but he shall 
be saved out of it.” The Lord Jesus 
Christ likewise was undoubtedly speak- 
ing of the same period in the discourse 
recorded in Matthew 24:15-22, 29,30. The 
prophet Zechariah similarly speaks of 
the day when “thy spoil shall be divided 
in the midst of thee. For I will gather 
all nations against Jerusalem to battle; 
and the city shall be taken .. . and half 
of the city shall go forth into captivity” 
(Zech. 14:1-4). 


The reference to enemy nations taking 
spoil should, of course, remind us that 
Israel is recognized today’ as a land of 
tremendous resources—not only agri- 
culturally, but in terms of minerals. 
While at present Israel has access only 
to the lower part of the Dead Sea, her 
government is continuing the work in 
the matter of getting chemicals from this 
great source of wealth. 


Indeed, while I was in Israel I heard 
that definite plans are being made for 
developing Ascalon as a port from which 
to send out the great chemical supplies 
available and awaiting man’s hand to 
get them from the sea and from the 
earth. Thus there is evidence that Israel 
may even now be developing the natural 
wealth which will tempt Gog (Ezek. 
38:10-12) and leaders of other nations 
to invade the land for spoil. 


+ THERE are many other developments 
in Israel today which take on special 
significance when viewed in the light of 
prophetic Scriptures. Two or three of 
them, it seems to me, are of particular 
interest. 

I have already referred to the great 
wheat crop which I saw shortly before 
its harvest. Other grains and crops as 
well as fruit trees and vineyards are 
also growing on acre upon acre of 
ground. Much of this productive ground 
has been unworked as arid, worthless 
desert land. Irrigation projects are being 
planned, modern methods of agriculture 
are being introduced, and the land is 
indeed responding to the vigorous, pur- 
poseful efforts of the Israeli people. Nor 
should we forget the amazing increase 
in the amount of rainfall within this 
generation. 

These things should not be surprising 
to the one who has noted the prophetic 
Word of God. I think especially of the 
reference in Joel 2, which speaks of the 
day still to come when the land will be 
overrun with Israel’s enemies. “A fire 
devoureth before them,” writes the 
prophet, “and behind them a flame 
burneth: the land is as the garden of 
Eden before them, and behind them a 
desolate wilderness” (Joel 2:1-3). 

Not for many centuries could it be 
said that Israel’s arid hills and plains 
resembled Eden. Indeed, they do not 
do so now, but it is possible to see a fore- 
shadowing of the day when under 
Messiah the land will “blossom like a 
rose.” [Continued on page 379} 
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working lay Christian—there is always 

more to do than there is time in which 
to do it. Consequently there is the temp- 
tation to neglect the basic and essential 
and to do the multitudinous things that 
do not in the long run contribute to 
fruitful ministry. 

The wise pastor, therefore, must be 
as careful in the use of his time as he 
is in the use of his money. If he is a good 
manager financially, he will probably sit 
down with his wife at the beginning of 
the year and plan the family budget. This 
will lay the foundation for sound financ- 
ing and accomplishments in a material 
way. 

Similarly I have found it well to sit 
down at the beginning of the year and 
plan my time budget. First, I decide 
what should be done during the twelve- 
month period, and write it down. 

This year, for example, my list will 
include such items as: read 10,000 pages, 
make 730 visits (these visits will vary, 
but they are not the five-minute, pop-in

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and pop-out variety), prepare sermons, 
Sunday school lessons, Bible class studies, 
prayer meeting talks and other messages, 
attend several conferences, write letters, 
remember certain birthdays, mail out 
Visitors, Doorstep Evangels and mission- 
ary prayer letters; and mimeograph and 
assemble the weekly bulletins. Also listed 
will be things such as daily prayer, Bible 
memory work each week, weddings, 
funerals, vacation Bible school, youth 
camps and many other projects. 
Certainly the pastorate is no place for 
a person looking for a “soft” job. The 
faithful pastor will find the days too 
short and not enough of them in the 
week to do all which needs to be done. 
The second step in making my time 
budget lies in subdividing the yearly list 
of things to be done into a list of things 
to be accomplished each week. Each 
Saturday morning as a rule I type out 
the list of things to be done by the fol- 
lowing week. Usually there are some 
things that are “musts” and others of 
high priority. I will try to get them all 
done, but will do first things first. 


+ Puttinc first things first—that is a 
large part of the secret of getting things

done. If, for example, a pastor intends 
to do some reading and decides he will do 
it when he gets time, he probably will 
not get time. Therefore, if the reading 
is to be done, some must be done every 
week. 

Another thing which suffers in the 
average pastor’s time budget is visita- 
tion. Visitation takes a great deal of 
time and often we are not sure that 
it accomplishes much. I am sure, how- 
ever, that this feeling is of the devil. 

Often I have been amazed when com- 
paring notes with other pastors to find 
that few of them do systematic visitation. 
Some members are visited often because 
they request it, or are “shut-in,” or often 
sick, and some never are visited from 
one year’s end to another. 

Visitation is a most essential part of 
the pastor’s work and must not be neg- 
lected. I would here strongly recommend 
Doloff’s book, The Romance of Doorbeils. 
I am sure it will give most pastors a 
new impetus—if such is needed—to get 
out and do this task. The excuse is made 
that “I just do not have the time.” But 
we must make time! 

Reading (I Tim. 4:13) and visitation 
(Acts 20:20) should be two of the pastor's 
weekly objectives. If he does the bud- 
geted amount faithfully each _ week, 
whether, or no he feels like it, he will 
not have the sad experience of seeing 
the year slip away with very little of 
either done. 

Another key to the best use of time 
is the matter of weeding out time-killing 
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Your Time!

- non-essentials. There are many of them: 


long telephone conversations about noth- 
ing in particular, attendance at too many 
conferences, too much running around, 
too much attention to sports events and 
service club affairs, too much radio lis- 
tenine or TV viewing. Another is the 
habit of reading fiction and cheap liter- 
ature. 


+ Few of us have the gift of rapid read- 
ing, perhaps most of us cannot sit down 
and devour a book in the forenoon. The 
alternative, then, is to spend what time 
we do have with the best. I believe it 
was Emerson who said that no one who 
wants to make anything of himself will 
take his time to read fiction before he 
is thirty, and by then, he will have no 
taste for it. 

“I don’t like serious reading,’ someone 
may say. Or “I don’t like visitation.” 
But we must learn self-discipline. We 
must discipline ourselves to read and to 
get out and speak with souls from house 
to house. We must steer a straight course 
against wind, current and storm, to what 
we know are worthwhile objectives. 

There is also the matter of study. I 
have found it well to keep working at 
something in addition to the preparation 
for my regular sermonizing. A. H. Strong 
had a little motto, “Dogged does it,” 
which he followed assiduously, and in 
spare moments he compiled the volum- 
inous writings which resulted in his Con- 
cordance and Systematic Theology. 

It was during the time I was in my 
first pastorate that I began a “personal 
edition” of the Bible. I took several 
versions and, beginning at Genesis, be- 
gan to type the entire Bible, choosing 
the rendering which seemed best, revis- 
ing archaic expressions and rearranging 
the sentence structure as needed to make 
it more understandable to me personally. 
I translated the Hebrew names, changed 
Hebrew money into dollars and cents 
where possible, converted cubits into feet 
and inches. Little by little over a six- 
year-period this typewritten edition of 
the Bible was completed. Far more im- 
portant than what went on the paper, 
was what went into my mind and heart. 

As another project, I went through the 
Bible from beginning to end with the 
familiar chapter summary method taught 
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us in our student days at Moody Bible In- 
stitute. Some might question the value of 
the finished work, but my mind, heart 
and ministry were all enriched by these 
tasks. 


+ IN my reading program I try to keep 
moving ahead in a variety of books 
which will be of profit and make me a 
more effective servant for Christ. At 
this writing I am reading a little each 
week on church history, psychology, 
Christian biography, the Wycliffe Series, 
the Harvard Classics, a book on Roman 
Catholicism, theology, poetry and pastoral 
theology. 

Because I feel that the well-informed 
pastor should keep up with current 
events, I find time for a cover-to-cover 
reading of the Reader’s Digest with its 
condensations of outstanding articles 
from many current magazines. Likewise 
I believe time spent in reading the best 
interdenominational and denominational 
magazines is time well spent. 

Most important, of course, is the daily 
reading of the Bible. I practice—and 
urge my church members to practice— 
reading through the Bible every year. 
Daily reading has enabled me to go 
through the Bible forty-five times to 
date. In this way all the Word is read. 
Church members as well as pastors who 
follow this practice will be better Chris- 
tians and better Bible students. 


¢ STILL another thing which will increase 
a pastor’s efficiency and effectiveness 
is good records. Many a business has 
failed because of lax methods of book- 
keeping, and yet there are many pastors 
who keep very inadequate records. 

I once was accused by a parishoner of 
having visited his family only once in 
several years. Immediately I went to my 
card file where his card showed not one 
but five visits with the occasion for each 
—a new baby, sickness and the like. He 
was completely disarmed because my ac- 
curate record refreshed his mind and he 
forthwith apologized. That one experi- 
ence alone was worth a good bit of 
record keeping. 

No one would think of conducting a 
Sunday school without attendance rec- 
ords. Nearly every church has its at- 
tendance board showing enrollment, at- 
tendance last Sunday and a year ago. 
Yet many would not think of keeping 
like records of church attendance. They 
only guess at how many are present and 
they do not know whether a given person 
has attended once or ten times or not at 
all in the past year. 

We have attendance sheets and an at- 
tendance secretary who knows everyone 
except visitors. She makes an accurate 
count, and we know every Sunday how 
many there were at each service and 
just who were missing. 

On Monday morning a copy of the 
weekly church bulletin is sent to each 
of those who missed both services. This 
serves two purposes: first it lets the 
absentees know we missed them, and 
second, they are notified of church ac- 
tivities for the coming week. If a person 
misses several times consecutively, I 
know it is time to do a little checking. 
This helps to build attendance. 

Thus I plead for orderly arrangement 
of the pastor’s life, time and habits. 
Have a place for everything in your 
yearly and weekly program and put ev- 
erything in its proper place. This will 
save many valuable hours of time which 
may be invested for Christ in things that 
really count.

are in the United States today fifty-one 


million persons under nineteen years of 
age, six million more than in 1940. On 
the basis of present trends, we shall 
have three million more by 1960. 

Parents’ Magazine has designated 1950 
to 1960 as the children’s decade. Business 
concerns have for some time been gear- 
ing their plans to meet the needs of this 
age group. Business does it for monetary 
profit; surely the church should do as 
much to reach the boys and girls for 
Christ. But how? Through mobilizing 
every department from the cradle roll 
on through the junior department. 

If I were a pastor today I would work 
hardest on the two extreme ends of my 
Sunday school. First, I would try to in- 
crease the number of two and three- 
year-olds in the nursery department, 
and at the same time 4.would try to 
build a stronger young parents’ class. 

If you want to see your nursery de- 
partment grow, watch your cradle roll. 
Four million babies were born in the 
United States last year, and for many 
fathers and mothers the new baby is a 
perfect excuse to become careless in 
church attendance. Many times, how- 
ever, the cradle roll can be the con- 
necting link between the church and 
home, whether Christian or non-Chris- 
tian, during the two years the child’s 
name appears on the roll. 

Notice I said two years. A cradle roll 
is not a place where a child’s name 
should stay forever. A friend tells about 
going into a church during the war. 
While there she was impressed by the 
large number of “cradles” with identi- 
fying cards attached to pink and blue 
ribbons. 

“Why this is amazing,” she said to her- 
self. “They have a marvelous cradle roll 
department here!” 

Just then the woman showing her 
through the building picked up one of 
a fly-bespeckled card on a faded blue 
ribbon and looked at it lovingly. “This 
brings back the tenderest memories,” she 
explained. “Right now this boy is fight- 
ing in Germany, and this boy is in the 
South Pacific!” 

“Oh!” said my friend, “Then this is

evidently a record of the infantry!” 

Your cradle roll, however, should be 
far more than this. It should be a feeder 
to the nursery department and the 
nursery department in turn should be 
a feeder to the other departments. As 
you consider your enlargement goals for 
the year ahead make plans to begin with 
your babies and build through your 
cradle roll. 


+ But if it’s important to bring in the 
very young, it is just as important to 
hold the adolescent. It is poor economy 
to place great emphasis on inviting boys 
and girls to Sunday school and then neg- 
lect the adolescents as they begin to 
slip away. 

J. Edgar Hoover, in a recent report, 
indicates that seven out of every eight 
boys and girls drop out of Sunday school 
by the time they are fifteen years of 
age. “It’s just the adolescent age,” we 
say. “That’s when they drop out.” And 
we go on trying to build great Sunday 
schools when all the time the young

people are slipping through our fingers 
and right out the adolescent department. 

What can be done to hold them? The 
teacher is the key. Psychologists tell us 
that 85 per cent of the success of any 
class, whether in chemistry, history or 
Bible, depends upon the teacher. 

Aside from the teacher’s own personal 
relationship with the Lord Jesus, the 
greatest need is to stop teaching classes 
and start teaching individuals. Because 
for everyone, though especially the ado- 
lescent, the need above everything else 
is for a sense of security. And this be- 
comes real through love and understand- 
ing, and personal interest in the indi- 
vidual. 

A certain California church has a 
small branch Sunday school in a wrong- 
side-of-the-track section. 

Some time ago I heard how a uni- 
versity student had taken over a class of 
fourteen-year-old boys in this Sunday 
school when it had an average attend- 
ance of five and had led. these boys to 
Christ. That was in September. By 
October the class had grown to nine. By 
November his class numbered twelve, by 
December eighteen, by January it totaled 
thirty-eight, and one Sunday in Feb- 
ruary, forty-three. And this was in a 
Sunday school with an attendance of 
about one hundred. 

The secret of this growth was found in 
one thing—the teacher lived only to 
glorify the Lord Jesus with warm- 
hearted love for each of those fellows. 
In fact, he set them so on fire for the 
Lord that one of the boys witnessed to 
his football coach later bringing him in 
contact with a Christian on the uni- 
versity football team. 

All this stemmed from a teacher whose 
heart was so on fire with love for the 
Lord Jesus that he was not satisfied 
merely to teach a Sunday school class. 
Instead he taught each one of those 
forty-three fellows individually as he 
brought them one by one to the Lord 
Himself. 

Your Sunday school should not only 
invite the children and hold the adoles- 
cent, but it must also reach the adults. 

Not long ago I was talking to a 
Methodist deaconess whose business it 
is to build larger Sunday schools. I asked 
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her how she was able to build up en- 
roliment: 

“Isn’t it strange, Mr. Garner,” she said, 
“how you can go on for years making 
mistakes and yet not check on statistics? 
I used to go into a church and see a 
Sunday school doubled in size as I went 
out after. boys and girls. Then at the 
annual conference it would be reported 
that the number in that Sunday school 
had dropped to what it had been before 
the campaign. But I didn’t analyze these 
statistics carefully. 

“Three years ago I changed my pro- 
cedure,” she went on. “Instead of going 
after the boys and girls, I now go after 
their fathers and mothers. We don’t 
double the size of our Sunday schools, 
but we at least lay a foundation. A few 
years from now those Sunday schools 
are going to be larger because we have 
reached the parents.” 

I believe that every adult in the church 
who is not a member of the Sunday 
school is a neutralizing force in your 
Sunday school program. Therefore if 
you are to reach your enlargement goal 
you must not only invite the children and 
hold the adolescent, but you must also 
reach the adult. 


+ OF course it is not enough to bring 
people into your Sunday school, there 
should be something for them once they 
are there. This brings us to a threefold 
educational goal toward which your Sun- 
day school should work: (1) the teach- 
ing should center in the Bible, (2) the 
learning experience should center in the 
pupil, and (3) Christ should be the 
very heart and core. 

Today we have two diametrically op- 
posed philosophies of religious education, 
one content-ventered, the other experi- 
ence-centered. One claims that the ob- 
ject is to get subject matter fixed firmly 
in the pupil’s mind; the other claims 
that the purpose of the lesson is to give 
the pupil a practical application for his 
own daily life. I believe the aim toward 
which your Sunday school should work, 
however, is a combination of these two. 
An illustration will show more clearly 
what I mean. 

Some years ago while teaching a class 
of forty eighth-graders I was confronted 
with a very practical problem. 

“Mr. Garner,” said one of the fellows 
one morning, “there is a question you 
must answer before you begin the les- 
son, because I have to know the answer 
before tomorrow night. 

“Last Friday night I went to a basket- 
ball game,” he told us. “I went past the 
ticket-taker without being noticed. I had 
an undated fifteen-cent ticket in my 
pocket. Now my question is this: would it 
be right for me to use this undated ticket 
to go to the basketball game tomorrow 
night?” 

That was a very practical question. 
And how many boys do you think were 
interested? Exactly forty. There wasn’t 
a boy in that room but who at some 
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time in his life had been tempted to be 
dishonest. 

“What do you fellows think about it?” 
I asked the class. 

One boy raised his hand. “Sure, it’s 
all right to go ahead and use the ticket,” 
he volunteered. “If we have such dumb 
ticket-takers that they don’t see you go 
by, it’s the school’s own fault.” 

“Sure—go ahead and use it,” another 
boy agreed. “I’m fourteen and when we 
go on the train my ma pushes me down 
in the seat and I travel for half fare. 
If the railroad company doesn’t find out, 
it’s all right.” 

Other opinions were expressed. Then 
one boy spoke up. “Did you enjoy the 
basketball game last Friday night?’ he 
asked. 

“Yeah,” admitted Jim who had posed 
the question. “I did.” 

“Well, I think if you had fifteen cents 
worth of value out of it, you ought not 
to use the ticket tomorrow night,” the 
other boy concluded. 

Here was an experience-centered les- 
son, and we were getting somewhere in 
our discussion. Certainly there was keen 
interest and one of the laws of teaching 
is that you do not teach until you have 
attention. We had started right, but of 
course we didn’t end the lesson that way. 
With a cross reference Bible we began 
with Ananias and Sapphira and looked 
at one story after another. I gave my 
opinion as the teacher, the lesson came 
to a close and we went home. 

Will those boys ever stoop to dishon- 
esty? Some may. But I know that they 
will not be tempted to be openly dishon- 
est without knowing it is wrong because 
they had heard, “Thus saith the Lord.” 

That is what I mean by saying the 
educational goal in your Sunday school

should be to offer more than a discussion 
of experiences, important as they are 
Likewise it should look toward being 


more than content-centered. It should 


be a combination, with Christ at the 
very core. 


+THE goal of education in your Sunday 
school should be that every pupil go 
through the written Word of God, to 
the living Word, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
That is why the most important ob- 
jective of all is the evangelistic goal, 
with its threefold emphasis on bringing 
the individual into a fruit-bearing re- 
lationship with Christ. 


The word evangelism as I am using it 
here is much broader than when used 
in the sense of “walking down to the 
front.” That is only one phase of it. 
First, Andrew had to bring Peter and 
introduce him to Jesus, and Peter came 
to know with his mind about the Lord 
Jesus. Next there was the public invi- 
tation, “Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men.” 
When that message came to Peter's 
mind, it also descended into his heart, 
and he took a public stand. 


But even that wasn’t the end. Later he 
wrote in II Peter 3:18, “But grow in 
grace,” giving us the clue to the third 
aspect of your Sunday school’s evange- 
listic emphasis. I believe many times we 
fail in our Sunday school program today 
because our evangelism concludes when 
a pupil walks to the front and says, “Yes, 
T’ll be a Christian.” 


True, the greatest work in Sunday 
school is when we're leading children to 
Christ. But leading souls to Christ in- 
volves the period of preparation as 
Andrew tells Peter, the point of decision 
as Peter drops his fishing net, and the 
experience of growth in grace. 

Jesus said, “I am come that they might 
have life.” Too often we want to put 
a period there, but Jesus didn’t stop 
there, He continued, “and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” 

The one who informs the mind, pene- 
trates to the heart and sees results 
through the life is as important as the 
person who kneels with the pupil when 
he says, “Yes” to the Lord Jesus. Your 
Sunday school should raise its vision 
until every department is permeated 
with the thrill of giving out the gospel. 

If your Sunday school is going to be 
all God wants it to be, it must surmount 
big obstacles. The Christian education 
program of your church, however, does 
not stand alone, for Scripture clearly 
states that God’s purposes are accom- 
plished not by “might, nor by power, but 
by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 

Make your goals definite this year. 
Strive to meet them with all your might, 
and look to the power of God through 
the Holy Spirit to accomplish great 
things in the name of Christ our Saviour.

New Tools for a New Era of Bible Study 
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[ is most fitting at the beginning of a new year that we 
should make careful plans for the best year of Bible study 
we have ever known. It is both strange and significant that 
there should be in these days as many convulsive events in 
the area of biblical investigation and interpretation as in 
the great field of the nature and meaning of matter. The 
discovery of radio-active material at the close of the nine- 
teenth century, and all that followed in the exploration of 
the structure of atoms, has demanded a complete reconstruc- 
tion of the concept of the physical world, leading even to the 
building of vast laboratories in which thousands of scientists 
are engaged in new lines of research never dreamed of sixty 
years ago. Similarly, the enormous increase of knowledge 
concerning the world of the Old and New Testaments, 
accompanied by vast discoveries of literary material reaching 
into centuries preceding Abraham, and the explosive signifi- 
cance of the Dead Sea scrolls, are necessitating the re-exami- 
nation of the original texts of the Holy Scriptures, making 
this the greatest hour for intensive Bible study that the 
Christian Church has thus far known. 

The tools now available for this privilege and responsibility 
surpass anything we have yet had at our disposal, and better 
ones are yet to come. In using these tools, one will find that

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in some the very foundations of faith in the Word of God 
are being chiseled away, while others are rebuilding more 
solidly than ever the conviction that here indeed. in these holy 
pages, we have the infallible Word of God. 


In this issue of “IN THE Stupy,”’ I would like to give a 
general survey of some important new volumes written for a 
better understanding of the Word of God, particularly those 
appearing since 1949. Everything cannot be enumerated, but 
I trust that the survey will prove helpful, and lead many into 
a pursuit of additional material in the specific areas of biblical 
thought in which their major interest may center. 


Works on Word Meanings 
of the Original Scriptures 


E have not had for years a new text of the Hebrew Old 

Testament, or of the Greek New Testament, though no 
doubt such will be forthcoming within the next ten years; 
but we do now have some rich helps for a more accurate 
understanding of the words of these ancient documents. The 
new work by Ludwig Koehler and Walter Baumgartner, 
Lexicon in Veteris Testamenti Libros, to be published in two 
volumes, the first of which appeared in 1951, will supersede 
all lexicons of the Old Testament. The first volume (of 448 
pages, double column, 10x 7% inches) was published by E. J. 
Brill of Leiden and by Wm. B. Eerdmans of Grand Rapids. 
The interesting feature in this lexicon is that all definitions 
and references appear in duplicate form, in both German 
and English, as well as, of course, the Hebrew words them- 
selves and Hebrew material. The second volume is expected 
soon. 

Dr. G. Douglas Young, professor of Semitic Language, 
Literature and History at Shelton College, New York City, 
issued in 1951 a grammar of the Hebrew language, published 
by Zondervan of Grand Rapids, entitled A New Approach to 
the Hebrew Language and Its Advanced Exegesis, Using 
Hebrew and Romanized Script, that is being well received. 

In the New Testament, there is approaching completion 
the monumental work begun by Gerhard Kittel, Theologisches 
Worterbuch Zum Neuen Testament. Four massive quarto 
volumes have thus far appeared, carrying the work down to 
N, nearly four thousand pages, or about two million words. 
This has appeared only in German, but the plan now is to 
publish, in smaller volumes, some of the more important 
words in an English version. The first volume in this project 
appeared (with the Harper imprint) in 1951 and gives us 
the full text of the Kittel work on only four words—love, 
church, sin, righteousness (about 375 pages). 
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Works on the History 
of the Texts and Versions 


EVER in the history of Christendom in any three-year 

period have four books appeared on the history of the 
texts and versions of our Bible, in English, of such great 
importance as those published since 1949. Two of these were 
given a rather extended notice in this department for April, 
1952, The Books and the Parchments, by Dr. F. F. Bruce of 
the University of Sheffield, and The Old Testament Texts and 
Versions, by Dr. Bleddyn J. Roberts, of the University of 
North Wales. 

Since then, two quite remarkable books have come from 
the press. The Book of Thirty Centuries, by Stanley Rypin, 
published in 1951 by Macmillan, is a work of 440 pages, 
including 50 columns of index, being used, I understand, as 
a textbook for this subject in many graduate schools. 

During the summer of 1952, the most comprehensive one- 
volume survey of the English versions of the Bible was 
published by the B. Herder Book Company of St. Louis, 
English Versions of the Bible, by the late Very Rev. Hugh 
Pope. This is a Roman Catholic work of nearly eight hundred 
pages, including a chronological list of some three hundred 
Catholic editions of the Bible appearing between 1505 and 
1950, and an exhaustive bibliography of approximately nine 
hundred titles, of the entire subject. There is nothing to 
compare with this in our language, and the only regret is 
that, being written by a Roman Catholic, the text is very 
unfair to Wycliffe and Tyndale, and gives an importance to 
many Catholic versions which, in a complete view of the 
subject, they do not deserve. 

Of course the greatest single event of our day in the realm 
of biblical study is the appearance of the now complete 
Revised Standard Version of the Holy Bible. It is not my 
purpose here to pass any verdict on this text. I do not think 
anyone should give a verdict on any book until he has read 
the work through; and in this case this must be done, for 
any criticism worthy of acceptance, with the original Hebrew 
Scriptures and the Greek New Testament in hand. However, 
I would like to make three preliminary remarks. 

First of all, Dr. Oswald T. Allis has probably given us the 
most incisive criticism of the New Testament section of this 
version, published three years ago, we shall ever have. It 
appears in full in United Evangelical Action, the official 
organ of the National Association of Evangelicals, for October 
1 and 15, 1952 (copies of which may be secured from that 
office at 111 E. Fourth Street, Cincinnati, Ohio, for 30c in 
stamps or coin). 

A regrettable factor in the vast advertising campaign which 
Thomas Nelson carried on for months before the complete 
Bible appeared was that the Christian Church of North 
America was asked to celebrate the appearance of this version 
before it had had opportunity for reading three-fourths of it. 
The celebration was set for the week that the version was 
made available to the public, and many were asked to give 
commendation to a work they had had no time for studying. 

The most exhaustive current survey of the Revised Standard 
Version—with full approval of the text—appears in a sym- 
posium of thirty-five pages in Religious Education, July- 
August, 1952 (545 W. 11th St., New York 25, N.Y.; $1.00 per 
copy). Dr. G. Douglas Young of Shelton College, already 
referred to, has an important article on the Old Testament 
section in the Sunday School Times for Oct. 25, 1952. 

I am very glad to report that four members of the faculty 
of Fuller Theological Seminary. from both the Old and New 
Testament departments, have united in a program of intense 
study of this new version in the light of the Hebrew and 
Greek text, in which these men have worked for years. They 
hope to make the results of their investigation available in 
print by the first of the year—a critique that we trust will 
be recognized everywhere as fair, and true to a conviction that 
the Word of God was indeed inspired by the Holy Spirit. 


Bible Introductions 
and Commentaries 


HE most gigantic undertaking in the field of biblical com- 
mentaries in our country, at least since the end of the 
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nineteenth century when Schaff, with the help of many 
scholars, edited his glorious commentary on the Scriptures 
(originally edited in Germany by John Peter Lange), is the 
much-advertised, beautifully printed, and attractively arranged 
The Interpreter’s Bible. Planned for twelve volumes, the first 
three are now available—Volumes 1, 7, and 8. 

This great work, to embrace about eight million words, 
published by the Abingdon-Cokesbury Press of New York 
and Nashville, carries the subtitle, “The Holy Scriptures in 
the King James and Revised Standard Versions, with Genera] 
Articles and Introduction, Exegesis, Exposition for Each Book 
of the Bible.” In the February issue of Moopy MOonruty, 
I will give an extended review of the first volume of this 
commentary. 

A large number of books have been issued during the last 
three or four years attempting to give a survey of the Bible 
for English readers, each quite different from the other. In 
this department for June, 1952, I referred to two works of 
quite a profound nature by Dr. Eric Sauer, The Dawn oj 
World Redemption and The Triumph of the Crucified, cover- 
ing the Old and New Testaments respectively. No further word 
is necessary regarding these volumes in this department. 

The Epworth Press of London in 1945 issued a volume by 
Joe Brice, The Book Supreme, An Introdyction to the English 
Bible, but the material is so brief that it can hardly be 
commended. For example, only two pages are given to the 
book of Revelation, and the exposition of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews omits entirely the central, fundamental theme of 
the Melchizedec priesthood. 

The Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship of England in 1949 
published in one volume a very remarkable work of 550 pages, 
Search the Scriptures, which is the standard Bible study 
course for Inter-Varsity. This excellent piece of work, by 
H. W. Oldham and G. T. Manley, includes discussions of 
difficulties and problems, valuable introductory material con- 
cerning each book, and new and suggestive outlines. 

The volume published by Harper’s, A Modern Reader’s 
Guide to the Bible, by Dr. Harold H. Watts of Purdue Univer- 
sity (1949, 524 pages), is not correctly titled, for it will never 
“guide” anyone to the real meaning of the Scriptures. Even 
Dr. Julian Price Love, the professor of Biblical Theology in 
the Louisville Presbyterian Seminary (in a review in Interpre- 
tation), admits—and these are strong words in contemporary 
religious periodicals—“On the whole, the book will be shocking 
to most readers. Its radical approach, its casual acceptance of 
advance critical positions, and its occasional bungling of the 
critical method are very noticeable. More serious is the shock 
suggested by the constant treatment of the unfolding idea 
of God as ‘The Other,’ a concept which the author strives to 
free from cold metaphysical thought, but which never reaches 
tne warmth of the biblical God.’ A chart on page 160 is 
entitled “Pseudo-Historical Books’—these are Ruth, Jonah, 
Daniel and Esther. It need hardly be added that pseudo 
means false. The resurrection of Christ is dismissed in two 
or three meaningless sentences. How are we going to reach 
students who year after year must listen to these faith- 
destroying verdicts in our great universities? 

The most comprehensive work to appear for some time, 
attempting to introduce laymen and ministers to some of the 
treasures of Scripture, is by the well-known minister of 
Charlotte Chapel, Edinburgh, Dr. J. Sidlow Baxter, whose 
winsome manner and gracious ways have won him the affec- 
tion of thousands of people in churches where he has spoken 
in our own country. This work, Explore the Book, is to appear 
in six volumes, four having already been published. It is issued 
by Marshall, Morgan and Scott (1951); the agent in United 
States is Van Kampen Press, Wheaton, Ill. It is refreshing 
to read in the Foreword that the author is convinced “that 
in every part it genuinely honors the Bible as the inspired 
Word of God.” 

While on the whole the work is commendable, there are 
some disappointments, at least for this reviewer. The discus- 
sion of the Book of Genesis practically ends with Abraham, 
the chapters on Isaac, Jacob and Joseph being almost entirely 
ignored. There are six pages here on the meaning of the 
word day in chapter 1, where, in a very dogmatic manner 
(it seems to me), the writer insists on a period of twenty-four 
hours, as though nothing else could be possible. 

Here and there are excellent outlines. For instance, he 
divides Exodus as follows: Projected Through Moses (1-4), 
Obstructed by Pharaoh (5-11), Effected by Jehovah (12-18). 
Numbers receives more attention than Genesis, and II Kings 
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twice as much comment as Genesis. Many will question the 
statement that the extended prophecy of Babylon in Jeremiah 
“nas been fulfilled to the letter.” 

The little Book of Jonah is given as much space, approxi- 
mately, as the great Book of Daniel, and nearly twice as much 
as the more lengthy Book of Zechariah. For Ezekiel we are 
given twenty-two pages (as against thirty-eight for Jonah), 


| eight of which are devoted to the first chapter, allowing only 


fourteen for the remaining forty-seven chapters! More than 
a page is allowed for Ezekiel 37, but nothing is here regarding 
the remarkable prophecy of Gog and Magog in the following 
two chapters. In his exposition of the Book of Daniel, Dr. 
Baxter devotes twenty-two pages to a defense of its authen- 
ticity and historicity, three pages to the prophecy of the 
seventy weeks, and only four pages to the remaining eleven 
and three-quarter chapters. 

The project is, therefore, a discussion of the subjects to 
which the author has given most attention throughout his 
fruitful ministry. It is not a complete survey of the Bible, 
but it does have some very rich and suggestive pages, better 
than anything of its kind we have had for a long while. Had 
Dr. Baxter assigned to all major segments of the Old Testa- 
ment something of an equal amount of interpretation, his 
work would have been more valuable. Nevertheless, I com- 
mend it wholeheartedly. 


Outstanding Works on 
Old Testament Theology 


OME very remarkable works on Old Testament theology 

have appeared recently; for example, the one published 
by Abingdon-Cokesbury Press, Theology of the Old Testament, 
by Otto J. Baab (1949, 287 pages), a rich, suggestive approach 
to these themes; and a Roman Catholic work that I find 
exceedingly helpful, abreast of the latest scholarship and 
without many peculiar interpretations generally expected in 
a volume by one of the Catholic faith, The Theology of the 
Old Testament, by Paul Heinisch, published by the Liturgical 
Press of Collegeville, Minn. The table of contents alone in this 
book will give the reader a new idea of the great mass of 
theological material to be found in the Old Testament. 

The University of Chicago in 1951 issued a volume entitled 
The Mysterious Numbers of the Hebrew Kings: A Reconstruc- 
tion of the Chronology of the Kingdoms of Israel and Judah, 
by Dr. Edwin R. Thiele. This work is by a Seventh-Day 
Adventist—a group that is always interested in biblical chro- 
nology—but the very fact that it is published by the University 
of Chicago Press will speak for the thoroughness of its scholar- 
ship. Dr. Albright has given it his hearty approval. It is only 
for advanced students. 

One of the best works interpreting the prophetic books of 
the Old Testament is by the Tutor of Old Testament Studies 
in London Bible College, H. L. Ellison, Men Spake From God, 
from the Paternoster Press (1952). This is a work of 160 
pages, packed with the result of years of meditation on the 
sixteen principal writing prophets of the Old Testament. My 
own opinion is that this is the best survey of the major 
truths presented by these prophetic books that we have had 
since the work by George L. Robinson many years ago, which 
covered only the minor prophets. 

The author does not hesitate to break with some conserva- 
tive students here and there. Personally, I thoroughly agree 
with his assertion that we must not dogmatically demand 
that Ezekiel 28:11-19 refer to Satan. There is much in his 
remark that “the rabbis never so understood it; so it is not 
sO Obvious as some think.” 

Mr. Ellison stands with the view also held by Lange, and 
probably by an increasing number of Bible students, that the 
four beasts of Daniel 7 do not refer to the four great kingdoms 
outlined in chapter 2, but depict events to appear at the end 
of this age. His paragraph regarding the authenticity of the 
Book of Daniel is so different from what we find in most 
works today, and so revealing of his own attitude toward the 
Word of God that I am taking the liberty of quoting it. 


It is the New Testament endorsement of Daniel that is 
really fatal to the modern view. Unfortunately the achieving 
of good ends by wrong means has never been rare in 
religious circles; but the end never does justify the means. 
If Daniel is a second-century work, whatever the motives 
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of the author, it is a sham and a forgery, and we are 
seriously asked to believe that our Lord had not sufficient 
spiritual insight to recognize it as such. The period 150 B.C.- 
A.D. 100 did produce a large — of pseudepigraphic works, 
of which Enoch and II Esdras (the latter in the Apocrypha) 
are perhaps the best known. There is no evidence known to 
us that the ascriptions of authorship in these books were 
taken very seriously by any of the Jewish religious leaders, 
and yet our Lord Jesus Himself (to say nothing of all the 
others) was completely deceived by Daniel! To make matters 
worse, according to this view, He took a book which had 
only been intended by its author to refer to the time of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, and so misunderstood it, that He 
made it apply to things yet future. 


Among commentaries on separate books of the Old Testa- 
ment, I would especially mention the Exposition of Daniel, 
by H. C. Leupold, published in 1949 by the Wartburg Press 
of Columbus, Ohio. This work of 550 pages is the most 
important conservative commentary to be published on the 
Book of Daniel since the beginning of this century. It is based 
on a full acquaintance with all the literature. I do not follow 
Dr. Leupold in all his interpretations, but the book is indis- 
pensable for a study of this great portion of the Word of 
God. My friend Dr. Charles S. Feinberg of the Los Angeles 
Bible Theological Seminary, formerly of Dallas Seminary, 
issued a book through the Van Kampen Press in 1950 entitled, 
God Remembers, A Study of the Book of Zechariah. A volume 
of nearly two hundred pages, it stands today as the best 
conservative interpretation of Zechariah’s fourteen chapters. 

While they are not works of independent scholarship, nor 
profound, nor do they handle the problems of biblical criti- 
cism, I cannot help recommending here some small volumes 
published by the Westminster Press on the books of the 
Pentateuch, by Dr. Charles R. Erdman, for many years 
professor of Practical Theology at Princeton Theological 
Seminary. 

In 1916 in the publication of his small book on the Gospel 
of John, Dr. Erdman began a series of expository volumes 
on all the books of the New Testament. After a lapse of 
some years, he is again using this same expository method 
for the books of the Pentateuch. The first four have already 
appeared, and the yolume on Deuteronomy will be forthcoming 
soon. These volumes are excellent for the lay-student, and 
superbly suited for family devotions. 

This does not mean that Dr. Erdman has failed to face 
the problems of biblical interpretation. These pages are not 
filled with superficial devotional admonitions, but are, rather, 
a real interpretation of the text. For example, his discussion 
of the significance of the plagues of Egypt is a masterpiece. 
I would commend these volumes most heartily to all who love 
the Word of God. Dr. Erdman at eighty-six years of age 
reminds one of Caleb, who, in asking for the mountain in 
which the Anakim dwelt, cried out, “I am as strong this day 
as I was in the day that Moses sent me: as my strength was 
then, even so is my strength now.” 

The first conservative, acceptable introduction to the Old 
Testament that we have had for many years is An Introduc- 
tion to the Old Testament, by Dr. Edward J. Young of 
Westminster Theological Seminary, published by Eerdmans 
in 1949 (414 pages). This is an indispensable work for con- 
servative students. Based upon the earlier work, A Syllabus 
for Old Testament Study by Dr. J. R. Sampey, Dr. Clyde T. 
Francisco has issued his Introduction to the Old Testament 
through the Broadman Press of Nashville (1950). This does 
not begin to compare in scholarship with Young’s work, nor 
does it wrestle with the major problems. It is very difficult 
to communicate anything of an adequate nature regarding 
any of the books of the Old Testament when, e.g., the Book 
of Numbers is given only one page of text. and the Book of 
Leviticus, with its complicated but important laws, only two 
pages. 


Outstanding Works on 
New Testament Interpretation 


A important volume, because it will have wide influence, 
is Dr. Frederick C. Grant’s An Introduction to New 
Testament Thought, published by Abingdon-Cokesbury Press 
in 1950 (339 pages). Rather than giving my own reactions to 
this volume, I would like to use here a superb review of the 
book by my friend and colleague Dr. Everett F. Harrison 
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which appeared in the Westminster 
Theological Journal for November, 1950 

(pp. 78-83). Incidentally, let me say 
here that, in my opinion, the most de- 
pendable reviews, from a conservative 
standpoint, that are appearing in theo- 
logical and biblical journals today are 
those found in the Evangelical Quarterly, 
published in Edinburgh, and the West- 
minster Theological Journal, in Phila- 
delphia. 

Throughout this volume, Dr. Grant 
actually states that he believes there 
was a perversion of the historical nar- 
ratives, so that even the _ teaching 
of Jesus was modified in an anti-Jewish 
direction, even during the oral period 
before the Gospels were written. He 
would thus eliminate the preaching of 
Peter in the early chapters of Acts. 

“It is distressing,” says Dr. Harrison, 
“to read that the story of Jesus’ tempta- 
tion is the work of some spiritual genius 
who had been meditating upon the Book 
of Deuteronomy and conceived the possi- 
bility of applying some of its utterances 
to a conflict (supposed) between Christ 
and the evil one.” The norm of authority 
for a Christian today seems to be Chris- 
tian experience, not the Word of God. 
At the conclusion of his long review, 
Dr. Harrison declares that this volume, 
by one who has taught theological stu- 
dents for a whole generation, “is really 
a portal to spiritual skepticism.” 

Other important books on the New 
Testament, as on the Old, have appeared 
in the last few years. In 1950, Harper 
Brothers brought out a work of 280 pages 
by Richard Heard of Cambridge Uni- 
versity, An Introduction to the New 
Testament. This is at best a very un- 
satisfactory work. What can one do in 
the interpretation of any of Paul’s 
writings when assigning only four lines 
to four chapters (12-15) in the Epistle 
to the Romans. The author believes that 
the Epistles to Timothy were not Pauline. 
A helpful aspect of the book, however, 
is that each chapter concludes with a 
bibliography. 

The John Knox Press of Richmond, 
publishers for the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States, has recently issued 
a volume, Understanding the Books of 
the New Testament, by various pro- 
fessors in the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. One finds almost unbelievable 
the omissions of this book. As far as 
I can discover, there is nothing here on 
the Lord’s Supper, either in the account 
of Holy Week or in the discussion of 
I Corinthians. Laymen, for whom this 
book was written, would never know that 
the Lord’s Supper was mentioned in the 
New Testament from this volume com- 
piled as an aid to “understanding” the 
books of the New Testament. 

In the exposition of the Epistle to the 
Romans, not a word is said about the 
significance of the blood of Christ, which 
is made central in the fifth chapter of 
this great epistle. When Melchizedec, 
in the Epistle to the Hebrews, is briefly 
discussed, the fact that Christ obtained 
His Melchizedec priesthood from the 
promise made by the Father in Psalm 
110 is wholly omitted, though it is basic 
in the epistle. 

The most amazing omission in the 
book. however, is in relation to the early 
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chapters of the Acts of the Apostles. 


Five pages are assigned to the first 
chapter, but there is not one single line 
in this book on the great sermon of the 
apostle Peter on Pentecost, or on the 
descent of the Holy Spirit at that time, 
and no reference is made to the fact 
that this was the birth of the Church! 

What criteria of judgment persuades 
any New Testament scholar to give five 
pages to the first chapter of Acts and 
not a word concerning the tremendous 
experience of the Day of Pentecost? 
If the members of the Christian Church 
are to receive their knowledge of the 
teachings of the New Testament from 
books like these, it will not be long before 
the atoning work of Christ on the cross 
and the regenerating power of the Holy 
Spirit will be strange stories to the ears 
of those who come into the house of 
God on the Lord’s Day to hear a mes- 
sage of eternal life. 

Two indispensable works on the Gospel 
of Luke have recently appeared. One is 
by Norval Geldenhuys, Commentary on 
the Gospel of Luke, published in 1951 
by Eerdmans (a large volume of nearly 
700 pages), the first in a projected series 
to be known as the New International 
Commentary. This is a work of magnifi- 
cent scholarship, conservative, and fully 
abreast of the latest literature and New 
Testament research, without having sur- 
rendered to its destructive elements. Dr. 
N. B. Stonehouse, of Westminster Theo- 
logical Seminary, published through the 
same press in the same year his Witness 
of Luke to Christ, a work of closely 
reasoned argument for advanced stu- 
dents revealing Luke’s conception of 
Christ as the divine Son of God and 
perfect man. Here is New Testament 
scholarship at its best. 

The indefatigable Professor F. F. Bruce 
of the University of Sheffield, editor 
of the Evangelical Quarterly, in 1951 
(through the Tyndale Press of London) 
issued The Acts of the Apostles, a work 
of nearly five hundred pages, which is 
the finest commentary on the book of 
Acts that has appeared for a score of 
years. 


A Fatal Way to 
Introduce Readers 
to the Bible 


BooK that has been given consider- 
A able notice in the press is The 
Book by My Side, by Albert N. Williams, 
published by Duell, Sloan, and Pearce 
of New York, an attractively bound and 
printed volume of some 380 pages. This 
is supposed to be “a companion for 
Bible readers, for the purpose of helping 
men and women to understand the Book 
as they read it.” For a volume that is 
designated as an aid to the understand- 
ing of the Scriptures, and a guide in 
reading the Word of God for increasing 
profit, it is, in my mind, one of the 
most dangerous books of our day. 

According to this work, the early sto- 
ries in Genesis are derived from earlier 
Babylonian myths. Regarding the plagues 
of Egypt our author says, “It can easily 
be seen that any natural phenomena 
within the memory of the race would 
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be reshaped in the course of countless 
retellings to suit the religious beliefs of 
the audience, ever eager for a wider 
worship of God and His attributable 
works” (p. 37). 

On the Passover we read that “the 
pagan festival of the spring harvest, 
which had been observed annually ever 
since the days when the Hebrews lived 
in the land of the Chaldees, one thou- 
sand years earlier, is given a spiritual 
flavor by being assigned to the annual 
celebration of the Passover” (p. 38). 
There is no hint anywhere that the 
exodus involved divine intervention, and 
nothing is said of the significance of 
shed blood in the establishment of the 
Passover. 

In his account of the conquest of 
Canaan, the writer speaks of “Joshua’s 
murderous depredations” (p. 57), and 
adds that the chronicles of Joshua and 
Judges are “not necessarily factual his- 
tories,’ “but are like Beowulf and the 
legends of King Arthur and Robin Hood.” 
Of the historical narratives of Daniel 
1-6, he says, “It is, of course, a fictitious 
history” (p. 216). 

Ignoring the fact that the greatest 
scholars of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries in Germany, England, and 
America have not hesitated to spend 
years in the study of the short Gospel 
of Mark, and have written scores of 
learned treatises on this book, the author, 
a layman, says that the Gospel is “self- 
evidently the work of an untrained writer, 
who made very little attempt to polish 
his work either for ease in reading or 
inspirational effect. Its organization is 
almost non-existent.” As one bit of in- 
formation to contradict this sweeping 
and false statement, I happen to know 
a brilliant young man in southern Cali- 
fornia who is writing his doctoral thesis 
on “The Literary Structure of Mark’s 
Gospel,” and this in a university that 
does not believe the Bible to be the Word 
of God. 

Mr. Williams says of Paul’s letter to 
the Romans, “Not as a teacher or as an 
apostle bringing the gospel did he write, 
but as a religious co-worker. .. . The 
matter which Paul seeks most urgently 
to make clear to his readers in Rome 
is the nature of his break with Judaic 
law.” Upon reading a sentence like this, 
one wonders if the author of this book 
has ever read the Epistle to the Romans. 

In the discussion of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, Melchizedec, the central theme 
illustrating the priesthood of Christ, is 
wholly omitted. Of the resurrection of 
Christ we are told, “It was the acceptance 
of Him as a returned presence, after the 
fashion of the deities of the Mystery 
cults, which gave the disciples a point 
of consecration around which the Church 
was actually formed.” If I were being 
introduced to the Bible by this book, I 
am frank to say that I would never read 
the Bible through, but would turn from 
it—regardless of what anyone else was 
doing—as a book filled with myths, 
legends, deceptions, false assignment of 
authorship, etc. 

The greatest tragedy of all this is 
that the Introduction to this book was 
written by Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
associate professor of Practical Theology 
in Union Theological Seminary for 
twenty-two years, pastor of the great 
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Madison Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
New York City, for twenty years in the 
first quarter of our century; president of 
Union Theological Seminary from 1926 
to 1945, and moderator of the Presby- 
terian Church in the U. S. in 1943-1944. 
He says, in part, that the author’s con- 
clusions “are his own, not mine, but 
they seem to me, on the whole, well- 
grounded. Any layman ... will find his 
curiosity satisfied here, and will, I think, 
turn to the Bible with fresh interest and 
a clearer understanding of its valuable 
contents.” 


Works of a 
Definitive Nature 


N= and then a book appears on 
some biblical subject that treats its 
theme so comprehensively, so thoroughly, 
that the volume stands as the indispen- 
sable work in that area for a whole 
generation, sometimes for a half cen- 
tury. Two such works, on subjects now 
seldom considered, have appeared within 
the last year. 

The first is by my friend Dr. Merrill 
F. Unger, of Dallas Theological Semi- 
nary, Biblical Demonology, a volume of 
250 pages published by Van Kampen 
Press of Wheaton, Ill. Dr. Unger began 
the study of this subject ten years ago, 
and after submitting a doctoral disser- 
tation on it, he began an even more 
thorough investigation, with the result 
that we have now what will be recog- 
nized on every hand as the most com- 
prehensive treatment of the difficult sub- 
ject of demons in the Old and New 
Testaments thus far published in our 
language. 

Thoroughly acquainted with the orig- 
inal biblical languages, Dr. Unger is able 
to distinguish the meanings of the nu- 
merous words used in the Scriptures 
for supernatural evil powers, and for 
their various manifestations through hu- 
man agents on earth. The book also 
includes a historical survey of the inter- 
pretation of demonology itself, and con- 
tains chapters on demon possession, 
magic, divination, and necromancy. Four 
chapters relate most vitally to our pres- 
ent day in its increasing subjection to 
demon powers, the relationship of heresy, 
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world government and eschatology to 
demons, with a final encouraging section 
on spiritual deliverance. The bibliography 
lists over two hundred relevant works. 

The other volume is entitled Plants oj 
the Bible, by Dr. Harold N. Moldenke, 
curator for many years and administra- 
tor of the herbarium of the New York 
Botanical Garden. This magnificently 
printed work is published by the Chron- 
ica Botanica Company of Waltham, 
Mass.—350 pages (1014x6% _ inches), 
with a number of drawings and most 
interesting plates, and complete indexes 
(21 columns of biblical verses, 84 col- 
umns of general index). This is the most 
exhaustive volume on biblical botany in 
the English language, and will illuminate 
in a new way many of the references 
to Palestinian flora in the Bible. I hope 
to give this work a thorough review in 
a forthcoming issue. 

For those who would like an up-to- 
date account of the discovery and mean- 
ing of the Dead Sea scrolls, the finest 
treatment has just appeared, published 
by Basil Blackwell of Oxford, an attrac- 
tive volume of 100 pages, fully illustrated, 
entitled, The Dead Sea Scrolls, a Pre- 
liminary Survey, by A. DuPont Sommer, 
professor at the Sorbonne, a translation 
from the French. This book is reasonably 
priced at $1.50, and every student of the 
Scripture should have a copy. 


(Four or five smaller, but important 
volumes should be included in this sur- 
vey, and are omitted only because this 
is already too long. They will be con- 
sidered in the February issue of this 
department, together with much else, 
including a page on the literature rela- 
tive to the Bible on postage stamps.) 


Three Areas of 
Great Need 


N conclusion, I should like to say 

three things. First of all, these many 
versions and new translations of pas- 
sages we used to know by heart and 
thought were unchangeable, even in their 
English text, will inevitably create some 
confusion in the minds of the great body 
of Christian believers, unacquainted with 
the technicalities of biblical criticism 
and unable to compare the English text 
with the original languages, so that as 
never before the pastor must be one who 
speaks with authority. His people will 
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look to him for guidance, for decision in 
these matters, for the confirmation of 
their faith. 

If ever there was a time when the 
phrase was true, “As priest, so people,” 
that is now. The more thorough train- 
ing a minister has today, the better he 
will be able to establish the faith of his 
people, and to give them the assurance 
they need regarding the truthfulness, 
the dependability, and the divine origin 
of the Holy Scriptures. Shouting, throw- 
ing one’s arms about. bitter denuncia- 
tions, and even a mere condemnation of 
modernism will not bring strength to the 
hearts of men in these days of change, 
and fear, and doubt. 

Secondly, if there is one thing the 
Christian Church needs today, as far as 
literature is concerned, it is a new, 
thorough, dependable consideration of 
the whole problem of the inspiration of 
the Scriptures. When on every hand 
many of our leading biblical scholars are 
denying, and even ridiculing, the infalli- 
bility of the Scriptures, conservative 
scholars should co-operate in a new 
apologetic in this field—unless_ there 
should stand forth one who can him- 
self deliver such a work, by the grace of 
God; but just now one looks in vain for 
a Bavinck, a Warfield, or a Machen. I 
have had outstanding Christian laymen 
speak to me about this again and again, 
as well as some of the leading conserva- 
tive theologians of this country. 


My final word concerns another great 
need in the field of biblical literature 
that has been on my mind for some 
years, and apparently, from correspond- 
ence and conversation, in the thinking of 
many others, as a desideratum in the 
Church today. 


Now and then it has been my privilege 
to speak on some of the great supernat- 
ural realities of our faith before groups 
of medical students—during the noon 
hour, or in the late afternoon. I have 
often taken time to examine with some 
care the huge textbooks they bring into 
the room where I am to speak. Some of 
these run to eight or nine hundred pages, 
works in anatomy, physiology, embry- 
ology, materia medica, etc., each of them 
standard, often revised, and brought 
abreast of the latest discoveries in their 
respective fields. 


Why is it that we do not have a great 
textbook today for a study of the Bible 
to be carried out with the same 
thoroughness as these men have as they 
pursue their studies in medical school? 
These medical students must master 
these books, page for page, line for line, 
but when they get through, they have a 
mastery of the subject. 

In the 1880’s and 1890’s we had such 
handbooks. Today they would have to 
be at least doubled in size, filled with 


‘glorious material which has since been 


uncovered and explored for the confir- 
mation and the understanding of these 
holy oracles. 


I believe that thousands of students 
in our theological seminaries and Bible 
institutes are looking for a book like this. 
But it must be done with thoroughness, 
with the ripest scholarship, and an un- 
swerving faith in the divine origin of the 
Holy Scriptures.

Books for Missionaries 


Thirty-five mission executives of the 
Evangelical Foreign Missions Association 
have sent out a call to evangelical agen- 
cies and publishing houses to meet in 
Chicago Jan. 29-30. The aim of the con- 
ference is to see what is being done and 
what must be done to meet growing de- 
mands for evangelical literature on the 
mission fields. 

In the meantime efforts are being 
made to obtain reports from evangelical 
sources in India, Japan, Africa, and other 
major missionary areas as to the present 
situation. Representatives from Pakis- 
tan and England as well as literature 
authorities in the U.S. will be at the 
conference. 

The gathering will immediately follow 
the Evangelical Press Association’s an- 
nual convention in Chicago, and it is 
hoped many of the editors will stay for 
the literature sessions. 

Also attacking the problem is the 
World Evangelical Fellowship in Amer- 
ica, which has made an appeal to indi- 
viduals and groups to donate books for 
evangelical schools of various denomina- 
tions. Books in English are desired in 
most countries, but books in all languages 
are needed as well, a Fellowship spokes- 
man said. 

Meanwhile the Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, IIl., has offered a library pack- 
age which can be purchased for any 
foreign mission station. The package 
consists of theological and devotional 
books, adult and children’s fiction, mis- 
sionary and academic texts, songbooks, 
and miscellaneous books. The package is 
offered at a below-cost figure and the 
Press will stand the expense of all pack- 
aging and shipping, according to a Press 
spokesman. 


Rejects New Bible 


A resolution calling upon the “Lord’s 
people everywhere not to accept the Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bible” has 
been unanimously adopted by the Amer- 
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ican Council of Christian Churches. The 
action was taken recently at the Coun- 
cil’s eleventh annual convention. The 
Council charges that “the translators 
have consistently toned down and re- 
moved passages teaching the deity of 
Jesus Christ.” 

The Council has also issued another 
resolution in which it “calls the atten- 
tion of the people of the United States 
and of the State Department to the fact 
that among the membership of the Cen- 
tral Committee and in high position of 
the World Council of Churches there are 
Communist church leaders, and that it is 
the announced intention of the World 
Council of Churches to bring these Com- 
munists to the United States for the 
Second Assembly of the World Council.” 

The American Council specifically 
named Josef Hromadka of Czechoslo- 
vakia and Bishop A. Berecsky, head of 
the Reformed Church of Hungary. 

In other convention action the Coun- 
cil approved the formation of a Cana- 
dian Council of Evangelical Protestant 
Churches as proposed by the Conservative 
Baptist Association of Canada. 


For Methodism's Founder 


What may be the largest Methodist 
gathering in the world will meet in 
Philadelphia next June 25-28 when mem- 
bers of the church from many countries 
will join in celebrating the 250th anni- 
versary of the birth of John Wesley, 
founder of Methodism. 

Plans for the celebration received the 
Official sanction of the denomination’s 
Council of Bishops at a recent semi- 
annual meeting. A highlight will be an 
open-air service June 28 in Franklin 
Field. The Philadelphia celebration will 
be part of a year of evangelism to he 
carried on throughout the world next 
year in honor of Wesley. 


One Less Stumbling Block 


From Lutheran sources comes the re- 
port that elimination of racial discrimi- 
nation in churches is one of the sug- 
gestions adopted by the 1952 Lutheran 
Home Mission Conference in an effort 
to intensify evangelism in large cities. 
The issue “not only complicates our work 
with minority groups in all parts of our 
land, but also has become a hindrance 
and stumbling block in our missionary 
work abroad,” a spokesman points out. 

Other suggestions concerned setting up 
special boards of strategy and tactics on 
big-city and national levels; preparing 
seminarians for work with industrial 
workers, and intensifying new suburban 
church work. 

Meanwhile the American Lutheran 
Church has decided that it will not 
“stand in the way” of pastors who may 
wish to participate in the benefits of 
federal social security if Congress pro- 
vides coverage for ministers. The church 
made it clear that it does not “request” 
the extension of such social security. 

Officials of the Augustana Lutheran 
Church have withdrawn from a pro- 
posed merger of the five American Lu- 
theran conference bodies because they 
were “unwilling to continue in unity dis- 
cussions which were not open to all 
Lutheran general bodies.” Oscar A. 


Benson, denomination president, said 
representatives of the American, Evan- 
gelical and United Evangelical Lutheran 
churches, that had begun the merger 
discussions, did not meet the Augustana 
church request that all Lutheran bodies 
be invited to join the negotiations. Lead- 
ers of the United Lutheran Church in 
America are meanwhile seeking ways to 
effect a merger of three synods having 
a total of 77,000 persons in six Midwestern 
states. 


Cost in Chaplains 


Seven Army chaplains have been killed 
and five others are missing in the two 
years of fighting in Korea, an Army 
spokesman has announced. An undeter- 
mined number of others have been in- 
jured, he added. 

Also the Korean Presbyterian Church 
at Pusan, Korea, reports that 255 Pres- 
byterian clergymen have been killed or 
kidnapped by North Korean forces dur- 
ing the two years of the war. The 
announcement also said 152 Presbyterian 
churches and chapels had been com- 
pletely destroyed and another 468 had 
been damaged. There were 2,250 Presby- 
terian churches in Korea before the war. 


Returning Issue 


Back in this country the U.S. Roman 
Catholic hierarchy has declared that re- 
ligion must not be divorced from educa- 
tion, even in the public school. 

Catholic bishops in Washington, D.C., 
meeting for their annual two-day dis- 
cussion of current problems, decried the 
rise of secularism and those who sup- 
port it, including “some few occupying 
positions of leadership in various re- 
ligious groups.” The bishops named no 
names. 

Later, Methodist Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam called upon the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy to declare “in clear and un- 
mistakable language” that the church 
does not want and will not accept public 
support for parochial schools as a prelude 
to discussion of auxiliary services under 
public control. 

“It would cost $20,000,000 annually to 
pay Roman Catholic teachers the nomi- 
nal salary of $2,000 a year,” Oxnam said. 
“Religion, yes. Public support of prelate- 
controlled parochial education, no!” 


Teaching Teachers 


More trained Sunday school teachers 
are reported by the Evangelical Teach- 
ers Training Association. During 1952, 
173 member schools and 497 church and 
community classes conducted ETTA 
courses. 

Through this training 1,642 students 
are now equipped to teach untrained 
Sunday school workers. Recognizing 
their need for training, 725 present and 
prospective workers completed one of the 
two shorter courses offered by the Asso- 
ciation. 

The courses were conducted in the 
United States, Alaska, Canada, Philip- 
pines, Australia, Central America, Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and the Bahama Islands. 
Teacher training also is being extended 
into Spanish-speaking countries through 
the use of newly translated material. 


Moody Monthly 
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Two Million Worship 


Many young persons in Russia still 
haven’t forsaken the church, according 
to M. C. Parfait, Belgian evangelist, who 
recently visited Russia. He said he found 
the 300 Baptist churches in Russia still 
active and well-attended with a member- 
ship of two million. 

“There was no lack of young people 
among the congregation,” he said. 

In this country Bibles, which cannot 
now be sent into Communist countries, 
are being published in their languages 
and stockpiled for future use, according 
to an American Bible Society spokesman. 

The Society has sent to Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek 100,000 New Testaments 
for her prayer group work on the island 
of Formosa. The Society provided the 
books free to assist Madame Chiang in 
the distribution of the Scriptures among 
soldiers in the Nationalist Army. 

Other highlights from around the 
world this month include: 


CANADA—The formation of the Cana- 
dian Lutheran Council, scheduled for 
Dec. 4, has culminated a seven-year 
effort to bring about greater unity among 
Lutheran groups in Canada. 

Patterned after the National Lutheran 
Council in the U.S., the Canadian coun- 
cil will seek to “further the interests and 
the work of Lutheran churches in Can- 
ada, particularly by promoting free sec- 
tional conferences with the view to the 
achievement of complete Lutheran 
unity.” 

The six church bodies which make up 
the Canadian council are the United 
Lutheran Church in America, Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, American Lu- 
theran Church, Augustana Lutheran 
Church, United Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, and Lutheran Free Church. 


ENGLAN D— Hewlett Johnson, the 
“Red Dean” of Canterbury, has survived 
another move to oust him. The Anglican 
Church Assembly refused to consider a 
motion that he resign because of his 
Communist sympathies, ruling he could 
be dismissed only for a civil or ecclesias- 
tical offense. 


ITALY—Vatican archaeologists assert 
they now have proof that St. Peter suf- 
fered martyrdom in Rome and was 
buried not far from the scene of his 
death. The evidence cited consists of an 
inscription scratched on the wall of a 
niche in a pagan tomb under the main 
altar of St. Peter’s Bascilica. The in- 
scription is accompanied by a sketch of 
a bald-headed, bearded man, who ac- 
cording to Prof. Margherita Guarducci, 
a specialist in ancient Roman epigraphs, 
was evidently intended as St. Peter. The 
inscription is said to read: “Peter, pray 
to Jesus Christ for the good Christian 
men buried near your body.” 


ISRAEL—“The day for the gospel to 
the Jews seems to be dawning,” accord- 
ing to a report by Myron Boyd and Orval 
Butcher, who helped conduct the first 
series of united Youth for Christ rallies 
ever held in Jerusalem. 

“There is a definite turning toward 
reading the New Testament,” the evan- 
gelists reported. Although 10,000 com- 
plete Bibles are being distributed to the

public schools, the demand is so great 
that Bibie societies are unable to meet 
the requests. In the university, the stu- 
dents are studying both the Old and 
New Testaments, they said. 

The team reported that many raised 
their hands during the campaign, ex- 
pressing a desire to become Christians. 
They were urged to have personal con- 
ferences with’ pastors, missionaries and 
other Christian workers, which many did. 

Advance work had been done by Wil- 
liam Hull and other evangelical leaders. 


INDIA—Buddhists from all over the 
world recently gathered here for the en- 
shrinement of relics of Buddhist Saints 
Moggalana and Sariputta in a new mon- 
astery. Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
presided at the ceremony, described as 
the most sacred Buddhist rites in the last 
century. 


From Here and There 


>» Something of the point of view of John 
Foster Dulles, president-elect Eisenhow- 
er’s choice for U.S. secretary of state, is 
indicated by the recent statement: 
“There is no way to solve the great per- 
plexing international problems except by 
bringing to bear upon them the force of 
Christianity.” Son of a Presbyterian 
minister, Dulles is a lay church leader 
who makes frequent reference to “moral 
force” as a factor in world relationships. 


» A record budget of $760,000 has been 
adopted by delegates to the eighth an- 
nual convention of Youth for Christ 
International. This budget is $190,000 
higher than last year’s. Fifty-four per 
cent of it is for evangelism in seventy- 
eight countries. 


>» Iris Maurer, the Illinois contestant, 
won the Bible quoting contest at the 
recent regional convention of the Rural 
Bible Crusade. Ohio and Indiana con- 
testants were second and third. Each con- 
testant had to quote a different Bible 
verse each round, giving the reference. 
Judges kept track of errors in the quota- 


tions. Miss Maurer had a perfect score. 
The Crusade sponsors Bible memoriza- 
tion in rural schools in the Midwest with 
100,000 rural school pupils enrolled each 
year, according to J. H. Kornelsen, execu- 
tive secretary. 


» Students of the Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles have accepted as their yearly 
project the purchase of a floating mis- 
sion station for the Africa Inland Mis- 
sion. The boat will be used to move 
missionaries more quickly and easily up 
and down rivers ordinarily inaccessible, 
preaching to unreached villages and 
medically treating those who are ill. 


» The Papel Edition of the Catholic 
Bible, edited by John P. O’Connell, and 
published in November, features a series 
of photographs of Pope Piux XII, to 
whora it is dedicated. 


>» Philadelphia’s Westminster Presby- 
terian Church is making plans for ob- 
servance of its one hundredth anniver- 
sary this month. Among speakers to 
appear at the church January 18-25 dur- 
ing a week of special services are Dr. T. 
Roland Philips, Dr. Edwin H. Rian, Dr. 
Archibald Campbell and Chester G. 
Ranck. H. George Vorsheim, Jr., is pastor. 


» Ten million Japanese Gospels have 
now been distributed and the original 
goal reached, according to the Pocket 
Testament League, which has been carry- 
ing on this work. There is still need for 
more millions of Gospels for rural areas 
of Japan, however, the organization says.

BUSY BIBLE CLASS 

In large cities as well as in smaller 
communities Bible classes are often the 
means of winning persons to Christ and 
encouraging Christian growth. What 
such a class can do is suggested by the 
ministry of a women’s class in New York 
City’s Calvary Baptist Church. 

Organized and originally taught by 
Mrs. Will H. Houghton, the Berean Bible 
Class carries on a threefold program of 
Bible teaching, social activity and mis- 
sionary giving. Its present teacher is 
Mrs. John L. Hess. 

In addition to providing sound, warm 
Bible teaching, the class actively com- 
bats the loneliness frequently found 
among those in a large city. A former 
class president watches for strangers and 
often arranges for them to be taken 
home as dinner guests. This not only 
encourages an atmosphere of friendli- 
ness, but helps the members get to know 
the backgrounds and needs of the women 
entering fellowship with the group. 

The class also has a special fund which 
has helped many a family in financial 
difficulty. A small committee is respon- 
sible for placing money where needed 
most. 

Of the forty members, many are home- 
makers with small children or growing 
families. One or two are artists, several 
are secretaries, a few are domestic work- 
ers, some are nurses, but not one is 
wealthy. Yet the class budget for home 
and foreign missions has increased year 
by year. Three years ago it was $800, the 
following year $900, and last year it was 
$1,000. This year’s goal is $1,100. 

Perhaps the real secret of the success 
of the class is found in the “pray-where- 
you-are hour,” when members of the 
class join in praying for the growth of 
the group, the saving of souls and the 
building up of believers. This prayer 
time is from 7:00 to 9:00 each Monday 
morning.

I Peter 1:2 reads: “Chosen-out ones, 
this choice having been determined by 
the foreordination of God the Father, 
those chosen out to be recipients of the 
setting-apart work of the Spirit resulting 
in obedience [of faith] and [thus] in the 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ.” 
God the Father chooses the sinner for 
salvation, God the Spirit brings him to 
the act of faith, and God the Son cleanses 
him in His precious blood. 

I Peter 2:11, 12 reads: “Divinely loved 
ones, I beg of you, please, as those who 
are sojourning alongside of a pagan pop- 
ulation, be constantly nolding yourselves 
back from the fleshly cravings, cravings 
of such a nature that, like an army car- 
rying on a military campaign, they are 
waging war, hurling themselves down 
upon your soul; holding your manner of 
life among the unsaved steadily beautiful 
in its goodness, in order that in the thing 
in which they defame you as those who 
do evil [namely, in your Christianity], 
because of your works beautiful in their 
goodness which they are constantly, care- 
fully, and attentively watching, they may 
glorify God in the day of His overseeing 
care.” What a testimony to the power of 
a Christlike life lived amid the unsaved! 

I Peter 1:3-7 reads: “Let the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ be eulo- 
gized, who, impelled by His abundant 
mercy, begat us anew so that we have a 
lively hopefulness, this lively hopefulness 
having been made actual through the in- 
strunentality of the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ out from among those who are 
dead, and an inheritance incorruptible 
and undefiled, and which does not fade 
away, which inheritance has been laid 
up and is now kept guarded in safe de- 
posit in heaven for you, who are con- 
stantly being kept guarded by the power 
of God through faith for a_ salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time, at 
which last time you are to be rejoicing 
with a joy that expresses itself in a tri- 
umphant exuberance, although for a lit- 
tle while at the present time since there 
is a need for it, you have been made sor- 
rowful in the midst of many different 
kinds of testings, in order that the ap- 
proval of your faith, which faith was er- 
amined by testing for the purpose of 
being approved, that approval being much 
more precious than the approval of gold 
which perishes, even though that gold 
be approved by fire-testing, may be dis- 
covered to result in praise and glory and 
honor at the time of the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.”

Eleven Months in a Communist Prison 


Ix pairs of anxious misty eyes 
- watched the big airliner slowly 
grind to a stop on the runway of 
the Memphis airport. The plane was 
late—nearly three hours—but for Betty 
McGehee and her five children the wait 
in the early morning hours had seemed 
as nothing compared to the eleven long 
months of waiting for Daddy to come 
home. 

It had been faith alone that told them 
Daddy would be home at all, for ever 
since Mrs. McGehee and the children 
had left China there had been no word 
from the Communist prison where John 
was being held. Then, after long months 
ot waiting and praying, word came that 
he was released, and just a short while 
later Daddy’s voice on the phone told 
them that it was true! Their prayers had 
been answered and Daddy was coming 
home. 

It seemed ages before the airliner 
stopped moving and steps were put into 
place. The door opened and one by one 
the passengers filed out .. . then, they 
saw him... 

John McGehee stood on the steps 
above the runway and tried to take in 
the scene below. There was his wife, his 
five children and behind them a group 
of young people singing “Great is Thy 
Faithfulness.” It was almost too much 
for him as he realized that once again 
he was back with loved ones .. . once 
again he would know the preciousness 
of Christian fellowship ... the freedom 
of reading his Bible and praying.

left Kweiyang, in September, 1951, the 
local Communist government stepped up 
its campaign against so-called “anti- 
revolutionary elements.” Every day the 
grim death car with its unhappy cargo 
sped out of the city with siren wailing 
to announce the liquidation of other 
“enemies of the people.” In that atmos- 
phere rumors began to reach John Mc- 
Gehee that the remaining foreigners 
were in for increased trouble.

Only a trickle of missionaries have been allowed into Burma. The staff of 
the major mission in the country is the lowest it has been in nearly a hun- 
dred years. The government of India has refused to visa passports for a 
number of non-British missionaries. Guatemala is holding up visas for new 
missionaries under one of the old established missions. Even the Philippines 
have made a start in the same direction. 

We may as well face the fact that the day of unrestricted movement of 
missionaries is past. It is not likely to return. Let us pray for wisdom to ad- 
just our tactics to the needs of the day. Let us pray that as some doors 
close we may have the vision to see the others that are open. Let us pray 
for the spiritual insight to recognize that our great weapon is not the mis- 
sionaries but the Word of God, and then ask for wisdom to see how best to 
release the inherent power of that Word in the world of 1953. 


TOU ELL 
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The “bamboo curtain” closed about 
McGehee and his co-worker, Mr. Clarke, 
in the early morning hours of October 
29. when fifty-odd agents and police of 
the “Public Peace Brigade” surrounded 
their house. Awakened by the servant’s 
excited shout, John opened the door 
for three fierce police, who rushed in 
with automatic pistols drawn. He was 
searched, handcuffed, then put in a 
chair while they went upstairs for his 
companion. 

They jerked Clarke out of bed and 
gave him the same treatment. After a 
preliminary search of the house, they 
loosed the men’s hands and locked them 
in a small house at the back. Then they 
pulled up floors, broke down plaster 
walls, and dug into stone foundations, 
looking for guns and ammunition. After 
dark the prisoners were taken to a small 
room in the house, but they were not 
permitted to talk or read. 

On the fourth day the two missionaries 
were separated and taken to a new 
prison, where they were locked in small, 
windowless cells. Each cell already had 
two prisoners, and one in John’s cell 
turned out to be an old acquaintance. 
They slept on the floor with the three 
pallets filling up the furniture-less room. 


The guards had refused to let the 
prisoners bring extra clothing or toilet 
articles from the house. Not until fwo 
weeks later, when a woven bedspread 
was brought in with bedding, did John 
get his first towels, wash cloths, etc. He 
made them out of the spread. 


The daily menu consisted of two meals 
of rice and one vegetable—usually boiled 
turnips or cabbage. The missionary lost 
forty pounds in the first three months. 
There were no provisions for laundry 
or bathing and only one pint of cold 
water was allotted daily for washing. 
A cup of hot water was provided for 
drinking after meals. 


+TuHus began the ordeal of life in a 
Communist prison for John McGehee. 
However, the material privations proved 
to be insignificant in comparison with 
the nights of questioning that were to 
follow. The first period of interrogation 
lasted thirty-six hours. The missionary 
was not permitted to rest or sleep, could 
have no food or water and had to answer 
the same questions over and over again. 
For the next two months his only sleep 
was snatched during the daytime, for 
each night was filled with the wearing- 
out tactics of their inquisition. 

John discovered that he was being 
charged with organized espionage. Faked 
telegrams, letters, and confessions of 
other missionaries were read to him— 
all purporting to give evidence of a spy 
ring of which he was a member. He was 
given the choice of making a full con- 
fession and “taking his stand” with “the 
government of the people,” or being shot. 
Many times the sessions ended with vio- 
lent threats that he was to be taken out 
for immediate execution. At other times 
he was given gruesome details of the 
trial and execution being prepared for 
him. During such times as these Jere- 
miah 42:12 brought hope and peace to 
the missionary’s heart: “And I will show 
mercies unto you, that he may have 
mercy upon you, and cause you to re- 
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turn to your own land.” 

Early in January. just when the all. 
night sessions had reached their peak 
of violence, and when he felt he could 
not endure the strain much longer, they 
suddenly stopped. Later, the prisoners 
learned that the ones who had been try- 
ing them had themselves been arrested 
and imprisoned. The one who had been 
so threatening was executed! That was 
just one of the many ways in which God 
proved His power to the missionaries. 


+ PRAYING, singing, whistling, and talk- 
ing on spiritual subjects (they couldn't 
read, for they had no Bibles) were in- 
fractions of the prison rules. They broke 
the rules daily, however, and the fero- 
cious guards, who shouted curses and 
threats for such “sins” at first, finally 
gave up. 

Fear prevented fellow prisoners from 
showing much interest as they sought to 
witness for the Lord, but there was evi- 
dence that not all were untouched by 
the news of God’s love. It was only the 
presence of God and the remembrance 
of His love which kept John’s mind from 
breaking under the strain of fierce inter- 
rogations and, later, the long monotony 
of just waiting, with no idea as to what 
the future held. 

After a month back in prison, the case 
was opened again by officials from the 
southwest district in Chungking. These 
men seemed to make an effort to get the 
facts. By the middle of March the mis- 
sionaries were told that their case would 
soon be settled and they would be al- 
lowed to leave China. They never learned 
why they were held for another six 
months after the case had been closed. 

Then there were months of travel... 
one jail after another, and finally the 
weary missionaries were escorted to the 
border. As they crossed no-man’s land, 
the Tass News Agents’ camera clicked 
a last picture of the five imperialist 
“spies.” 

Just eight days later John McGehee 
stepped off the plane in Memphis and 
into the arms of his wife and children. 

As Mr. McGehee later told the crowd 
in the packed-out auditorium of the 
Mid-South Bible Institute, “There is 
much that could be told—many unpleas- 
ant experiences gone over...but my 
purpose now is to direct attention away 
from myself and my sufferings to the 
Lord who so graciously brought me 
through the darkness of those months.” 





From the Fields 


New Guinea Tragedy 

Perhaps we have thought that such a 
thing couldn’t happen any more. But it 
has happened. Two missionaries have 
been murdered in far western New 
Guinea, apparently by savages. 

First word reached the Chicago head- 
quarters of The Evangelical Alliance Mis- 
sion on November 6. The mission had just 
recently entered Dutch New Guinea. 
They were planning to enter the interior 
regions of Kebar and Karoon after es- 
tablishing their base station at Mano- 
kwari, on the northwest coast. 

Walter J. Erikson, of DeKalb, Ill., was 
the first to go to the new field, some two 
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years ago. In July, 1952, he was joined 
py Edward R. Tritt, of Omro, Wis. At 
that time they wrote a joint letter home 
saying, “On August 1 we will be going on 
a government exploration trip into our 
fields.’ They also asked prayer for their 
protection. 

But the trip was delayed. Later word 
to their mission said they would leave 
Manokwari on September 10, in company 
with Dutch government officials. At the 
last hour the government men had to 
cancel their trip, but the two mission- 
aries went on alone, with the approval 
of local authorities. Four natives went 
along aS Carriers. 

What happened after that has not yet 
been clarified. The first lap of the trip 
was by boat to another port. From there 
they would strike inland by foot. A cable 
from Dutch authorities lists them as 
missing since September 27. Soon after 
that date an intensive search was started 
by air and land. 

Three weeks later, on October 17, their 
mutilated bodies were discovered in the 
river Ainim. They were interred on the 
spot. Five native carriers have been ar- 
rested on suspicion of murder. 

Erikson and Tritt were both in their 
thirties. Both were engaged to be mar- 
ried. Tritt’s fiancée was working in the 
mission office in Chicago when the news 
first came through. Erikson’s fiancée is 
a missionary in the Belgian Congo under 
the Evangelical Free Church. She had 
expected to go to New Guinea early next 
year. 

This unexpected set-back does not 
mean the abandonment of plans for 
opening the new field. In a way it high- 
lights the need there for the gospel. Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Lovestrand and family 
were already on the way and expected 
to arrive in December. Others plan to 
follow in the new year. But undoubtedly 
those at home will now feel an increased 
need for earnest prayers for the protec- 
tion of these new missionaries.

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group, nursery through adult, suitable for large 
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have life’ (John 5:40). “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children ... and ye would not! Be- 
hold, your house is left unto you desolate” 
(Matt. 23:37, 38). 

This concern for men’s souls came from 
the very heart of Jesus. It must come 
from the heart of the ambassador if he 
would be like his Lord. Virtue must go 
out of him as he pleads for the souls of 
men. 

Thomas Chalmers went to be minis- 
ter at Kilmany in Scotland in 1803, and 
from then until 1811 he thundered at his 
respectable congregation of farming stock 
about the grosser crimes. They were 
proud of their able young minister, but 
they were puzzled about his preaching. 
Why did he persist in preaching to these 
decent, well-meaning and law-abiding 
Scottish farmers in a strain that implied 
that they all ought to be in jail? 

In 1811 a great change came over 
Chalmer’s ministry. He had a notable ex- 
perience of saving grace in that year. 
When he went back to his pulpit his peo- 
ple were even more bewildered, for it was 
a different man who spoke to them. He 
now “urged the people with tears to re- 
pent, to believe, and to enter in to life 
everlasting.” 

From 1811 until 1815 an outstanding 
ministry of reconciliation was wrought 
at Kilmany, for Chalmers had seen a 
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vision of the task, felt its reality in his 
own life, and sought to do it in the tender 
tones of the Saviour whom he represented, 


+ SAcRIFICE must also characterize him 
who would work in Christ’s stead. Noth- 
ing was more pronounced in the ministry 
of Jesus than this. He sacrificed heaven 
and its glory and comfort to travel the 
ways of men and reclaim the lost. “Jesus 
... being in the form of God ... took 
upon him the form of a servant... and 
humbled himself, and became obedient 
unto death” (Phil. 2:5-8). The foxes had 
holes and the birds of the air had nests, 
but He had not where to lay His head. 

Ian Maclaren tells of one of the few 
confidences that any Drumtochty man 
was ever known to give. It was given by 
the brusk Drumsheugh to the more rug- 
ged Dr. MacLure, when they were dis- 
puting over the money which would be 
needed to bring a specialist north from 
London. The farmer told the doctor that 
as others left on market days they had 
little surprise packets for the loved ones 
who would welcome them on their return 
home. The longing of his nature was re- 
vealed as he said that “there’s naebody 
tae be lookin’ for me, an’ comin’ doon 
the road tae meet me... Me lauch, wi’ 
ma cauld, empty hame.” 

Jesus knew something of this. It was 
one of His self-imposed limitations in 
order that He might find the lost. He was 
wholly given to His ministry, and it was 
costly. But far more costly than the bod- 
ily discomfort was that of the yearning 
Over souls who would not return. “Ye 
will not come unto Me,” was His lament. 
This unrequitted love caused Him eventu- 
ally to die of a broken heart on the cross, 
sacrificing self entirely for sinful men. 

That cross must characterize him who 
would stand in Christ’s stead and ade- 
quately represent Him. The Christian 
page is lit with an innumerable company 
who have worthily stood in this position 
in this way. It is the way the Master 
trod, and we must tread it still. 


+ One other note must be taken from 
Christ’s character in this ministry. The 
ambassador must be persistent. “How 
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often would I... .” said Jesus to the 
people of the capital city, and the stories 
in Luke 15 begin by telling of a shepherd 
who went out to seek until he found the 
lost sheep. 

Sydney Watson tells an amazing story 
in his Wops the Waif. A minister in 
charge of a respectable city congregation 
pled with his members one Sunday morn- 
ing to go to the haunts of need and do 
something for the sake of their faith. 
One family, concerned about the anxiety 
of their minister, rented an unused 
building and started a Sunday school. 
The children who came were so unruly 


that the whole venture was discontinued. 

Subsequently the members of that fam- 
ily were converted, and the love of God 
was shed abroad in their hearts. They 
reopened the Sunday school and the 
same unruly children came, but this time 
the work went on. The love of Christ was 
constraining them now, and, as it never 
fails, it taught them the grace of per- 
sistence. 

The ambassador in Christ’s stead 
should not easily be discouraged. He 
represents a mercy which has persisted 
through the sin of more than two thou- 


sand years. It is not too much to expect 
that he, too, should show the kind of 
tender perseverance that will yield no one 
to sin’s dominance and destruction until 
all hope is gone. 

Authority, tenderness, sacrifice, 
sistence—these are touchstones of minis- 
try in Christ’s name. Use them to test the 
value of your own daily life as you, by 
life and word, beseech men in the 
Saviour’s stead.

How are you representing Him? How 
will you represent Him in the days to 
come? 
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Is Jesus God? No Question More 
Basic to the Christian Faith! 


IS JESUS GOD? 

Some time ago I saw a book adver- 
tised with the above title. This is a new 
idea to me. I have always thought of 
Jesus as God’s Son; God the Father, 
Jesus the Son. Will you kindly explain 
this to me.—L.J., Indianapolis, Ind. 

Of course Jesus Christ is God. It is 
really impossible to think otherwise of 
the One who is not only the object of 
our faith but of our worship and adora- 
tion. And God alone is to be worshiped 
and adored. In contrast with all other 
religions, “the fundamental and ultimate 
idea and fact of Christianity is the per- 
son of Christ.” Without the deity of 
Christ, that is, Christ as God, the keen- 
est minds in history even outside the 
Church acknowledge that “Christianity 
would have vanished like a dream.” It 
is this which makes Christianity unique 
and incomparable to other religions. 
Only a Christ who is Deity, who is God, 
can account for this. 

It would take more space than these 
columns afford even to enumerate the 
passages in the New Testament which 
plainly state this great fact of our faith. 
In the light of these statements and of 
the person of Christ Himself, many Old 
Testament passages set forth the deity 
of the Messiah of God they predict. This 
deity can be seen even in these passages 
themselves apart from their fulfillment 
in Him and the testimony of the New 
Testament. 

Only on the basis of the deity of Christ 
can our redemption stand. No mere or 
ordinary man can redeem another (Ps. 
49:8); for “there is none righteous, no, 
not one” (Rom. 3:10; Ps. 14:1-3; Eccles. 
7:20), and “all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). 
Only one without sin Himself, having 
perfectly kept all God’s law, according 
to His holy requirement (Deut. 6:24-25; 
27:26), could be our representative in 
this respect, and only a perfect sacrifice 
could be offered for our sins. Such a 
perfect one could be only God. All this

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is fully, clearly and repeatedly stated 
of Jesus Christ. 

It is true that the Lord Jesus is spoken 
of as the Son, but that is the best that 
human language and concept can afford 
in order to explain the relationship be- 
tween Himself and the Father. As the 
Son He is the image, the substance, the 
expression, the manifestation of God, 
presenting Him fully and truly to man- 
kind as no other possibly could. The 
mysterious relationship within the God- 
head consists rather of God the Father, 
God the Son, and God the Holy Spirit, 
each God and all together God. 

Christ became man, being born of the 
Virgin Mary by the Holy Spirit, and not 
through a man. He was pre-existent, of 
whom it is said, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God” (John 1:1). 

Only Deity can serve to explain His 
marvelous person and power and work. 
If He is not God, there is no salvation. 
Those who cannot or will not believe 
that Jesus is God are still in their sins.

TAKEN CAPTIVE BY THE DEVIL 

What is meant by the expression in 
II Timothy 2:26, “who are taken cap- 
tive by him at his [the devil’s] will.” 
—L.J., Kentucky 

The reference is primarily (according 
to the context) to false teachers and 
opposers of the truth, who through their 
attitude and life have fallen under the 
power of the evil one and enemy of 
their souls; for behind their opposition 
and false teaching in the face of the 
divine truth it is perhaps implied that 
there is evil in the heart. Opposers of 
the truth are easy victims of the devil’s 
will, and become his instruments. 

There is, however, a marginal render- 
ing which reads, “taken captive by him 
[the Lord’s servant] unto the will of 
Him.” This is so rendered because of two 
different pronouns for the words “him” 
and “his” in this verse. In this case, how- 
ever, the verb simply means that in 
gentleness and forbearance the believer 
must present the truth, so that these 
false teachers and opposers who are the 
devil’s captives and servants may have 
opportunity to repent and recover them- 


selves out of his snare “unto the will of 
Him”—that is, of God.

DAVID’S SIN IN NUMBERING 
THE PEOPLE 

How did David sin in numbering the 
people, as related in II Samuel 24:1, 
and why were they punished for it (vy, 
17) ?—H.S., Chicago, Ill. 

There was probably nothing wrong in 
the mere taking of a census, since that 
was provided for in the law (Exod, 
30:12). Moses took a census of the peo- 
ple more than once (Num. 1:26). But 
the motive and purpose which lay be- 
hind David’s taking this census were, no 
doubt, evil in the sight of God. 

Ordinarily a census was taken by the 
priests and doubtless for spiritual pur- 
poses (Exod. 30:12, 13), but this census 
was taken by the military leaders. The 
sin lay in a rising spirit of earthly pride 
in a king and people set apart by God 
for spiritual service, and an increasing 
reliance upon military might and carnal 
means which would leave God out as 
the provider and protector of His people. 
Israel was turning aside from a simple 
theocracy, directly governed by God, to 
thoughts of becoming a worldly power 
with a military establishment. 

This was always Israel’s sin—the de- 
sire to be like the people about them, 
when God wanted them to be different 
until they should be able to teach the 
nations His ways. Their demand of Sam- 
uel to have a king over them like the 
other nations was a rejection of God 
(I Sam. 8:7). This explains the fact 
that the people suffered for a sin of 
which David alone seemed to be guilty 
(II Sam. 24:17), but they were, no doubt, 
equally guilty in pride of earthly place 
and power as a nation, for the whole in- 
cident seems to arise out of God’s anger 
against all Israel (II Sam. 24:1). Truly, 
“righteousness [alone] exalteth a na- 
tion: but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple” (Prov. 14:34).

THE SECOND DEATH 

In Revelation 20:14 it is stated that 
death and hell are to be cast into the 
lake of fire which is the second death. 
What does this mean? I always thought 
that hell was the lake of fire.—WM.]., 
Chicago, Ill. 

The Greek word for hell in this pas- 
sage is Hades. It is not hell as we under- 
stand it. It is either a temporary abode 
of disembodied spirits or the personifica- 
tion of the state of death. Death and 
Hades are thus represented together in 
Revelation 6:8, Hades as following death, 
ready to pick up the slain. 

The lake of fire and the second death 
are identical. Some of the best manu- 
scripts read here, “This is the second 
death, the lake of fire.” The terrible 
reality presented here should serve not 
only as a warning to unbelievers, but 
should stir believers to greater efforts 
to present the mercy of God in Christ 
for salvation to unbelievers.

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God’s Clock Ticks On 
in the Holy Land

Part of the green one notes in Israel 
today comes from the newly planted 
trees set out as seedlings by immigrants 
and others in the new nation’s reforesta- 
tion program. Anyone who travels in the 
Holy Land well knows that Palestine 
itself can boast no forests. Yet Scripture 
speaks of Israel’s forests in the days to 
come. Ezekiel (39:9, 10) tells us that 
following the defeat of the invaders de- 
scribed in chapter 38 the inhabitants of 
the cities will burn the debris of the 
battlefield for fully seven years. And then 
the significant word is added, “so that 
they shall take no wood out of the field, 
neither cut down any out of the forests” 
(Ezek. 39:10). 


Probably few if any of the Jews or 
Arabs who knew the Holy Land before 
the return of Israel would have ventured 
to predict that it would one day become 
a land with forests. And I strongly doubt 
whether the Israeli leaders responsible 
for her reforestation program today are 
aware of the words of prophecy just 
quoted. Yet for the first time in history 
potential forests are beginning to rise 
within the Holy Land. 


+THERE is at least one other circum- 
stance which, if you were to visit Jeru- 
salem today, would probably make you 
thoughtful. In spite of Israel’s military 
victories, the old Jerusalem—the city 
within the walls—is still in Arab hands. 
There is not a Jew in old Jerusalem. 


Israeli fighting forces had amazing 
success in wresting the new sector of 
the city, the area west of ancient Jeru- 
salem, from the Arabs. Attacks were 
even made on Jaffa Gate, but there they 
stopped and the site of the original city 
is still in Gentile hands. 


Such a circumstance inevitably brings 
to mind the words of our Lord Himself 
that “Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
of the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled” (Luke 21:24). Some- 
day—perhaps much sooner than we think 
—an invisible trumpet may sound and 
modern Israel, perhaps not quite knowing 
why, will move into old Jerusalem as its 
ruler. Then the times of the Gentiles 
will have run their course. 


Surely these things have significance. 
Those of us who know and understand 
and believe the Word of God are looking 
for the vindication of our Lord. It may 
be that soon we shall hear His voice to 
come up hither, and then that trium- 
phant day will come when, with Him, we 
shall return and He shall reign “from 
the River to the ends of the earth.” 


God help us to buy up every oppor- 
tunity now, and God help us so to live 
now that we shall not be ashamed then!

January 18 
"itnesses of His Glory 


Matthew 17:1-8, 14-18 


MEMORY SELECTION: This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased; 
hear ye him.—Matthew 17:5 


Service in the name of Christ can be 
nothing but an empty formality, and a 
disappointing experience of one’s in- 
ability to really help anyone. And it 
will be just that unless it is based on a 
vision of the Saviour in all His glory. 

On the other hand, there may be the 
claim of having had a real vision of the 
Lord which does not result in sacrificial 
service to Him and thus denies the 
genuineness of the professed vision. 

Vision leads to service, and service is 
empty and powerless without vision. We 
need a real vision of Christ. Obviously we 
cannot duplicate that day of all days 
when Peter, James and John were with 
the Lord on the Mount of Transfigura- 
tion, but we can look to Him for that 
transforming vision of Himself which 
He is ready to give each of His followers. 

One wonders whether the great need 
of our day is not for each of us who 
bears His name to withdraw to that quiet 
place where we shall see Him, whose we 
are and whom we serve, our glorious, 
transcendent Lord. We need: 


I. A Vision of Glory (vv. 1-8) 

1. A Mountain-top Experience (vv. 1- 
3). Too much of the believer’s daily life 
and walk is necessarily in the valley. We 
need now and again to comée up to the 
high place of privilege and fellowship 
where we may be spiritually renewed. 
We may not be able to rise physically, 
but our spirits may soar “up into the 
high mountain apart” with the Lord 
Jesus, where He will reveal His glory 
to us. 

2. A Mistaken Attitude (v. 4). Peter 
represents those who miss the supreme 
blessing of a priceless moment by try- 
ing to tell God what He ought to do 
about it. Whether Peter was confused 
by his remarkable experience, or whether 
he once more yielded to his unfortunate 
tendency to talk when he should have 
been quiet (how like him we are!), we 
cannot judge. 

We do know, however, that if the Lord 
had accepted his suggestion there would 
have been no Calvary and no redemp- 
tion for a fallen race. Sin and sorrow 
would have reigned supreme in the 
earth while Peter and his brethren had 
sweet fellowship with Moses, Elijah and 
the Lord. But now God spoke in 

3. A Divine Testimony (vv. 5-7). The 
confusion of men’s minds was resolved 
by His word (it is always so), “This is 
my beloved Son,” and the command 
which placed Him in a place of suprem- 
acy. “Hear ye him.” 


Lesson subjects and Scripture texts selected and 
copyrighted by International Council of Religious 
Education; used by permission. 
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Our day is one of philosophical and 
theological confusion. We struggle in 
vain to resolve the mental, spiritual and 
moral chaos which has resulted from 
the erroneous teachings of men. Let us 
look to God’s Word and we shall see: 

4. A Glorious Result (v. 8). “They saw 
no man save Jesus only.” That was all, 
but it was infinitely enough. And note 
that it lead to 


II. A Call to Service (vv. 14-18) 

Service should not precede vision, but 
bear in mind that vision is given as a 
preparation for service. Down in the 
valley they found 

1. A Needy Soul (vv. 14, 15). We live 
in a world of such desperate need that 
even the confirmed optimists who have 
for years led us along the paths of a 
false humanism are beginning to realize 
that we cannot shut our eyes to the 
fact that man is a sinner who needs to 
be saved. Here in the valley was sick- 
ness, sorrow and despair. Facing it were 

2. Impotent Christian Workers (vv. 
16, 17). The man brought his son to the 
right place. He had a right to expect 
help, but the disciples had not sufficient 
faith. Little wonder that the people be- 
come a perverse and faithless genera- 
tion when the professed followers of 
Christ and His servants make only im- 
potent gestures toward their need. They 
rightly expect that we should have di- 
vine power and grace to do His will. He 
is 

3. The Omnipotent Saviour (v. 18). 
Jesus spoke and the demon departed. 
His supremacy appeared not only on the 
mountain, but shone just as brightly in 
the valley against the blackness of sin 
and the clouds of sorrow. 

We do not have words to describe Him, 
but we do have the joy of proclaiming 
His present power and glory to a needy 
world, and to expect now as then 

4. A Glorious Result (v. 18). Here is no 
partial solution. “The child was healed 
from that hour.” When Jesus meets a 
need, it is fully and immediately met. 
Friend in need, unsaved one, would you 
like to meet Him today? He awaits your 
coming! 





January 25 
Jesus Teaches Humility and 
Forgiveness 
Matthew 18:1-4, 15-22 


MEMORY SELECTION: Verily I say 
unto you, Except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.— 
Matthew 18:3 

Men of peaceful spirit and brotherly 
love recognize that it is a sad thing that 
we who live together in this world ap- 
parently cannot get along with each 
other, but must continue to live in strife 
and warfare. 

God has always taught in His Word 
that all men are of one origin, and that 


despite their difference in race and per- 
sonality they should live together in 
unity and peace. And that would have 
been blessedly true if men had obeyed 
God and His Word. But sin and selfish- 
ness have brought division and confu- 
sion. 

We who profess to follow the Saviour 
need to be reminded anew that the way 
of Christ is one of humility and of 
forgiveness, and to seek to express by 
our lives the fineness and beauty of His 
spirit in contrast to a bitter, fighting 
world. Even though men may not fully 
understand, they will recognize that the 
Christian life is one of 


I. Childlike Humility (vv. 1-4) 

Our Lord had unique ways of finding 
a text for a discourse, and this time it 
was a little boy who became the answer 
to the question of the disciples, ‘““Who 
is the greatest in the kingdom of heav- 
en?” We wish we might say that they 
asked it so that they might put their 
brother forward, but Luke 9:46 indicates 
that it was an expression of personal 
ambition. 

Jesus frankly faced them with the 
need of a change of heart and mind. 
True greatness is never a matter of 
worldly position or personal ambition, 
but of childlike humility. That idea was 
revolutionary in Jesus’ day. How sad that 
after these hundreds of years it still 
sounds unbelievable in our day, at least 
to the worldly man and possibly to most 
Christians. 

We need to learn the sweet spirit of 
dependence and faith of a child, and to 
recognize in deed as well as in word that 
we are utterly dependent on God in 
every moment, every circumstance, every 
opportunity and every trial of life. A 
moment’s serious thought convinces us 
of that truth, but all too often we forget 
it in our pride, self-assurance, yes, even 
arrogance of life. 

Note the blessing (v. 5) of receiving, 
that is, of accepting our responsibility 
for a little child in Jesus’ name. It dig- 
nifies the place of father and mother, 
as well as of pastor, Sunday school 
teacher and social worker who has a 
heart for children. 

But not only do we need to act right 
toward children, we must treat our 
grown-up friends with 


II. Brotherly Kindness (vv. 15-20) 

Here is God’s prescribed method for 
dealing with personal problems in the 
church. Where love should reign there 
is so often strife and derision, and this 
in turn starts with personal differences. 

Such matters are to be dealt with 
promptly. The aggrieved one is not even 
to wait for the one who has sinned to 
be convicted, but is to go to him in 
kindness and love, and thus he may win 
the brother to repentance and renewed 
fellowship. If that does not work, he is 
to bring the brethren with him; not to 
overpower him by their number, but to 
show their concern over the matter. 
If he does not hear them, they can 
bring true witness to the church, with 
the hope that then, seeing the serious- 
ness of his offense, he may repent. If 
not, there is one plain duty, he must 
be put out of the church. 

Does that mean that he is abandoned 
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and forgotten? No, for even though he 
is now “as an heathen man,” are we 
not concerned about the heathen? Yes 
indeed, it is a vital part of the church’s 
business to win the heathen and the 
publican. Surely the one in special need 
will not be given up to the enemy. 

Note the power of the church (vv. 18- 
20). Under the control and guidance of 
the Holy Spirit God is interested in the 
church, and He is in the church also to 
accomplish His will. We will need to 
renew or re-establish the church in its 
God-given place of power for Him. 

All this inevitably led the disciples to 
wonder how far forgiveness should go, 
and Jesus established for us the Godlike 
principle of 


III. Measureless Grace (vv. 21, 22) 

What a practical and spiritual ques- 
tion Peter asked! A man has offended 
and we forgive, and we are willing to 
forget, when lo, the offender turns up 
with an even greater indignity or wrong 
against us! Again there is weeping and 
apparent repentance. 

How long is this business to go on? 
The Jew said, “Three times,” then let 
judgment fall. Peter, the follower of 
Christ, went farther and suggested seven 
times. Well, that’s a lot of forgiveness, 
and most of us cannot claim even that 
much grace. 

But it is not enough! Forgiveness 
which has any limit set on it is not 
forgiveness at all, not God’s kind of 
forgiveness. The very genius of a for- 
giving spirit forbids us to stand there 
with a measuring line or an account 
book. It must be from the heart with- 
out limit or restraint. It must be like 
the wonderful grace of our wonderful 
Lord—boundless and measureless. We 
need His daily help to live up to that 
breathtaking but beautiful standard of 
life. 





February 1 
Possessions and the 
Kingdom 
Matthew 19:16-26 
MEMORY SELECTION: Take heed, and 
beware of covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.—Luke 12:15 
What you have is not your own! In fact, 
if you are a Christian, both you and your 
possessions belong to God (I Cor. 6:20 
and 7:23). To be His disciple involves 
the recognition of the great fact that life 
is essentially a stewardship, a holding 
of our property and our persons in 

trust for Him. 

Many men are defeated at this point. 
They think that signing a creed or join- 
ing of a church is all there is to this 
business of being. a Christian, when real 
discipleship calls for the right attitude 
toward all that we are and have. We 
must 


I. Think Right About God (vv. 16, 
7) ; 


The picture of this rich, intelligent, 
eager young man, a leader among his 
people, coming to Christ with his urgent 
quest for eternal life, is indeed an at- 
tractive one. He recognized Jesus as a 
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good man and a master or teacher in 
Israel. 

Note carefully that his courteous and 
complimentary thinking about our Lord 
did not go far enough, and Jesus was 
kind and faithful in correcting his think- 
ing. He pointed out (and men need to 
face this truth today) that to recognize 
Him as good means that we must con- 
fess that He is God. Far from disclaim- 
ing divinity, Jesus here declared that 
anyone who thinks right about Him must 
agree that He is God. 

This true concept of Jesus Christ is of 
the utmost importance, for anyone who 
has a limited or mistaken idea of Christ 
will inevitably reflect his defective view- 
point in his attitude toward the Lord 
and in his witness concerning Him. Such 
men will not lead others aright, but will 
surely lead them astray. Correct doc- 
trine is not a matter of being fussy and 
narrow about some pet theory; it is vi- 
tally important as the foundation of 
real discipleship. 

That reaches out into the realm of 
man’s relationship to others. He who 
thinks right about God will 


II. Live Right With Others (vv. 18- 
20) 

It was no mere formal argument our 
Lord presented here. He was concerned 
with the commandments which governed 
man’s attitude toward his fellowman. 
There is to be no violence to another’s 
person, no deceit or dishonesty, no dis- 
honoring of the demands of love, but an 
active interest and affection for one’s 
neighbor as well as one’s family. 

The disciple of Christ cannot effective- 
ly serve Him in this world if he does not 
have a proper attitude toward others. 
Not only must he not sin against them, 
he must love them. It is not a passive 
affection, but an active one. 

This young man could honestly say 
that he had kept these commandments. 
(Can we?) Jesus did not question his 
answer, but loved him for it (Mark 10: 
21). What a fine character he had, and 
what limitless possibilities, what promise 
of future usefulness; indeed an excep- 
tional young man. 

But something vital was lacking. He 
knew it and Jesus knew it. Note how He 
went directly to the heart of the young 
man’s trouble as He told him that he 
must 


Ill. Act Right About Money (vv. 21- 
26) 

Toward persons, this man’s life was 
rightly related, but toward his posses- 
sions, ah, that was another matter. He 
was rich, and his money stood between 
him and God, between him and a life 
of spirituality and service. How well he 
typifies many men both in the church 
and outside today. 

When a man has money and uses it for 
the glory of God and thus for the good 
of his fellowman, his possessions are a 
blessing to him and to others. But when 
money has a man, that is another sit- 
uation and a very sad one, for spiritual 
disaster is ahead and not far away! 

To be thrifty and prudent and ambi- 
tious is commendable; but when the 
gathering and holding of weaith becomes 
uppermost in a man’s life, these worthy 
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qualities become the enemies of his soul. 

Note the astonishment of the disciples 
(v. 25). They who had little or nothing 
had been smitten by a great awe for 
riches. May the preachers and Chris- 
tian workers of our day he delivered 
from that error! 

This man needed to be saved. He 
needed the change of heart and life 
which Jesus called the new birth (John 
3:3 and 5). Don’t miss the glorious as- 
surance of verse 26. He could be saved! 
With God nothing is impossible, not 
even the salvation of a rich man. Thank 
God for everyone who is saved and uses 
his money for God. 

Let us close the lesson on this tre- 
mendous and heartwarming note. God 
is able and willing to save all who come 
unto Him through Christ. Anyone who 
reads these words and who is not saved 
is invited to come. He can and will 
save you now! 
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MEMORY SELECTION: For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God— 
Ephesians 2:8 

Our Lord, the greatest of teachers, ef- 
fectively used a parable in our lesson to 
convey a tremendous truth concerning 
the grace of God, and yet the story was 
drawn from one of the most familiar 
of human relationships, that of master 
and servant. 

Unexpressed but taken for granted as 
the background for the teaching is the 
fact that our Lord has a right to expect 
the service of His children; but that He 
is not unjust nor unkind, for He expects 
to pay them all and more than they de- 
serve. He does want them to have the 
right attitude both toward Him as their 
Master and toward their work, all for 
His glory. This thought He develops in 
this simple but remarkable story. 


I. Laborers in the Vineyard (vv. 1-7) 

The Lord has work to be done. His 
harvest fields and vineyards are all over 
the world. The fields stand “white to 
harvest” (John 4:35). “The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the laborers are 
few” (Matt. 9:37, 38). 

How desperately true that is today 
when the doors of opportunity to spread 
the gospel to many parts of the world 
are open. But we are facing the possi- 
bility of them being closed as have been 
the doors to many other lands. The Lord 
needs workers. He calls workers. Why 
do they npt respond? And when they 
do respond, why does not the church get 
into action and send them out? These 
are questions we must answer, and when 
we respond, we must be sure that our 
spirit and attitude is right. That is the 
next thought in our lesson. 

1. A Fair Contract. The men engaged 
in the morning hours were evidently 
aware of the customary compensation 
for their type of work and made a fair 
agreement with the employer for proper 
wages. It was all quite businesslike, a 
finished transaction—so much work and 
so much pay. In these days of capital 
and labor struggles and contracts, we 
understand such arrangements. 

Apparently, however, those who came 
into the service of the household later 
in the day were of a different spirit, for 
they responded to the offer of 

2. Whatever is Right. They were evi- 
dently more interested in helping with 
the work and getting the harvest in, 
than in the financial return. In fact, the 
ones who took hold in the eleventh hour 
to save the harvest from spoiling must 
have wondered a bit that they should 
be employed then, but they went to work 
with a will. 

Soon the end of the work day had 
come and it was time for all the workers 
to appear for their 


16)" Compensation for Service (vv. 8-

1. A Gracious Employer. Another un- 
expected and surprising thing took place 
as the householder first called the ones 
who came to work last and gave them a 
full day’s pay (v. 9). Their hearts, no 
doubt were moved to gratitude for his 
kindness. One can imagine their delight 
that he should thus have recognized 
their willingness to take hold and help 
in a needy and trying situation. 


But there were others watching and 
those who had worked all day now ex- 
pected an increased allowance. Perhaps 
we would say that it was natural that 
they should so reason, and it was nat- 
ural, but our Lord wanted His disciples 
(including us) to realize that serving 
Him is not a natural business but a 
supernatural one. We see that as we ob- 
serve the 


2. Murmuring Workers. They had re- 
ceived their full pay. The contract which 
they had made had been fulfilled, but 
now they complained because the mas- 
ter had been so gracious to the part- 
time workers. 


They had a logical argument (v. 12), 
but they forgot the ruling factor in the 
whole matter; namely, that the master 
had a right to deal as he wished with 
his own goods and money. 


The spiritual lesson here is obvious 
and tremendous. Those who wish to 
serve the Lord in a legalistic sense, 
strictly according to contract, will find 
that the Lord will keep His agreement 
with them, although we sometimes won- 
der whether we have any business try- 
ing to make “deals” with God. You 
know how it goes, “If He does so and 
so, I’ll do thus and so.” We are not on 
equality with God, that we should thus 
bargain with Him. 


How clear this story makes the fact 
that our Lord is looking at the spirit 
in which we serve rather than the time 
and amount of service we may give. One 
hour in the fine spirit of sacrifice may 
outweigh a thousand times a whole day 
of work done in a cold attitude of give 
and take, with the “take” always up- 
permost in mind. 

Remember God is gracious. Let us re- 
joice in that fact—yes, even when that 
graciousness is for the benefit of an- 
other. We serve a wonderful, infinite God 
and we cannot channel Him through the 
narrow confines of the human heart and 
mind. 
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WHEN STREAMS DRY UP 

Think for a moment how we feel when 
such things as these all happen at once: 
a debt hangs over the family; we have 
disagreements with our best friends; 
there is trouble in the local church; 
there are problems in the office to which 
there seems to be no solution; some 
member of the family has taken a 
course of action that we cannot approve 
of; signs indicate that our health may 
be in danger; we take a vacation “to 
get away from it all,” but find the roads 
congested with traffic, it rains most of 
the time, and we come back to work as 
tired as when we left; bulldozers and 
steam shovels make havoc of meadows 
and woods on which we used to rest our 
eyes, and the din of hammers and saws 
destroys the quietness we once enjoyed; 
and finally, new bungalows and cabins 
are put up and roads cut through close 
to that summer place which was the 
only earthly refuge we had left. 


Are there blessings hidden in these 
very real trials of our modern world? 
Assuredly there are. When we can no 
longer quench our thirst at these springs, 
then we may learn that God can satisfy 
the thirsty soul... . We must learn to 
say with the psalmist, “It is good for me 
that I have been afflicted; that I might 
learn thy statutes” (Ps. 119:71; also vv. 
67, 75). . . . All these trials cut us loose 
from the earth, prepare us for heaven, 
and force us to find our joy in God.

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Congress on the Future

International Congress on Prophecy 

held in New York City, November 

9-16, at Calvary Baptist Church. 
From aged theologians to eager high 
school young people, all were eager to 
hear the roster of speakers—thirty evan- 
gelical pastors, evangelists and educators 
representing several denominations and 
one layman. 

During the week in fifty-one long ses- 
sions, conference goers listened atten- 
tively to prophetic messages, agreed on 
a manifesto (reprinted in full on p. 340), 
and frequently joined in singing the 
chorus written for the conference by 
Ernest M. Wadsworth: 

“It may be today, it may be today 
That Jesus will come to call us away, 
With loved ones descending and 

angels attending, 
It may be today, it may be today.” 

Although this was a congress on 
prophecy, as much time was given by the 
speakers to the apostasy in the Church 
as to prophetic themes. If the Church 
is apostate, it was pointed out, there is 
little interest in the teaching of the pro- 
phetic Word. On the other hand, if 
pastors give themselves to a study of 
prophecy and preach on prophecy, there 
will be very little apostasy. 

Wilbur M. Smith began his first lecture 
by saying, “In 1914, when the prophetic 
congress was held at Moody Bible In- 
stitute, the Church was interested in 
prophecy and the world was silent, but 
today the world is interested in the end 
of the age but the Church is silent.” He 
went on to show that if a man preaches 
the Bible, he must preach prophecy, for 
23 per cent of Matthew, Mark and Luke 
is devoted to what Jesus said about the 
future. 

Two speakers differed as to what is 
meant by the kingdom of God, but all 
agreed that the times of the Gentiles is 
almost over—the rise of apostasy, the 
state of Israel, and the growing power of 
China, Japan and India seem to indicate 
that the return of the Lord for His own 
is imminent. Whenever the premillennial 
position was stated, there was a chorus 
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[see of visitors attended the 


January, 





of loud amens. Both the Interpreter’s 
Bible as well as the Revised Standard 
Version were vehemently condemned. 

Some of the speakers waded through 
manuscripts they had prepared on as- 
signed topics, but the majority spoke 
with liberty and vigor, warning their 
listeners of the utter futility of the 
United Nations—and the absolute hope 
that we have in the prophetic Scriptures 
concerning the end of the age. By the 
end of the week the listeners were so 
familiar with the word “eschatology” 
that no one had difficulty spelling it 
correctly. 

No doubt this was by far the greatest 
prophetic conference ever held in New 
York City. John Summerfield Wimbish, 
the host pastor, said, “It cheered our 
hearts to see the auditorium filled night 
by night.” The congress was sponsored 
by the American Association for Jewish 
Evangelism, and a book of congress ad- 
dresses will be published by Van Kampen 
Press.

A Famous Detective’s Solution 
to a Great Mystery 


The Silence of God, 
by Sir Robert Anderson. 


HIS is a reprint of a book which, 

when first published, ran through 
many editions, indicating a widespread 
interest in the problem treated, and in 
the author’s handling of it. The author 
was not a clergyman, but head of Scot- 
land Yard, Britain’s famous detective 
agency. He brought to his study of the 
Bible a mind naturally keen and thor- 
oughly disciplined. Few laymen have 
made so notable a contribution to bib- 
lical literature. 

Taking the massacre of Armenian 
Christians by the Turks as his point of 
departure, Sir Robert enlarges on the 
lack of divine intervention in this age, 
and relates this to the dying out of mir- 
acles in the early Church. Then he pro- 
ceeds to his explanation—that these spe- 
cial breakings-in of the power of God 
belong to the dispensations of God’s par- 
ticular dealings with Israel. The miracles 
of Jesus, besides being expressions of pure compassion, were in keeping with His 
ministry “to the lost sheep of the house of Israel’’; and so long as the order of the 
gospel was “to the Jew first,” miraculous works were wrought by the apostles. 

The Book of Acts is regarded by Sir Robert as the story of that transitional period, 
from the first offer of the gospel to Israel on the day of Pentecost, to Paul’s solemn 
declaration of their rejection in Rome. This period marked a “fading out’ of Israel, 
and a graciual bringing in of the fullness of the Gentiles. In keeping with this, it 
witnessed a steady diminishing of the miraculous element, which altogether passed 
with the full dawning of the Gentile age. The full-orbed day of grace is character- 
ized by the walk of faith, unaided by external evidential miracles. It is also an age 
of divine forbearance, when “all judicial and punitive action against human sin is 
held in abeyance.” 

There are many digressions in the book, having more or less bearing on the main 
argument. The author loses no opportunity to demonstrate the weakness of the 
position of the modernist and the unbeliever. He has an excellent exposition of the 
parable of the Good Samaritan in Chapter IX, and of the doctrine of reconciliation 
in Chapter X. His most interesting digression, however, is his chapter on Satan 
(Ch. XI), a subject to which he returns in Note VIII, the longest in the appendix. 
Incidentally, the appendix, with its eleven notes, ought not to be neglected. Some of 
the notes are more fascinating than anything in the main body of the book. 

It is not expected that all will agree with Sir Robert’s entire position. While most 
will recognize the transitional element in the period covered by the Acts of the 
Apostles, not all will be prepared to regard it as a separate dispensation. Many will 
feel, too, that his general thesis makes serious inroads into the value of prayer, a 
difficulty which he tries to resolve in Note X. Finally, not all will accept that God is 
as silent as Sir Robert makes Him out to be. But whether or not we fully agree, we 
shall acknowledge that this is a notable work, challenging our best thought. :

generation a sampling of the great Chris- 
tian writers up to his day, he did so in 
thirty volumes. Here is an attempt to do 
the same in one volume. Perhaps that re- 
flects the hurry of our age. 

Excerpts are given from more than 
thirty writers, beginning with Jesus (who, 
of course, left no writing, but His sayings 
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The book indicates the wide reading of 
the editor, and should serve to introduce 
the reader to mines of wealth in the field 
of devotional literature. It would greatly 
enrich us all to read more of Augustine, 
Bernard of Clairvaux, John Tauler, Luther, 
Calvin, William Law, John Wesley, Phillips 
Brooks, and others in the list. 


From the point of view of an evangelical 
reader, however, the work is disappointing. 
Some of it is not Christian at all. The posi- 
tion of the editor is seen in the fact that 
the biographical preface to the excerpts 
from the sayings of Jesus is taken from 
Ernest Renan’s The Life of Jesus. This 
French writer’s view of Jesus is totally in- 
adequate. The same must be said of Leo 
Tolstoy, whose writings are given a place 
in this “Christian” anthology. Not so out- 
spoken, but still inadequate in his concep- 
tions of Christ and the atonement, is 
Walter Rauschenbusch, the great proponent 
of socialized Christianity. 

This is a book to be used with caution 
and discrimination. For those who can 
so use it, it will have considerable value. 
The indexes are well prepared, but the 
evangelical Christian will not follow the 
Use Index too closely.

Harper’s Bible Dictionary, by Made- 
leine S. and J. Lane Miller. 

The justification for a new Bible diction- 
ary is the claim that “this is the first com- 
pletely new Bible dictionary in thirty 
years” and that it is “the only Bible dic- 
tionary that is thoroughly up-to-date in 
archaeology, geography, chronology and 
other fields of contemporary biblical inves- 
tigation.” It contains nearly 900 pages, 800,- 
000 words, over 3,000 articles, 424 photo- 
graphs, etc., and 16 beautiful multi-colored 
maps. 

Its approach, however, is from the liberal 
standpoint. It completely espouses the so- 
called higher criticism. The Pentateuoh is 
shredded into a hodge-podge of the alleged, 
various documentary sources. While some 
of the great doctrines of the Christian faith 
are described as they appear in the Bible, 
an apparent conservative standpoint is 
vitiated or denied by the attitude toward 
the inspiration of the Scriptures, which 
appears to be the neo-orthodox viewpoint. 

In the article on God, for instance, it is 
stated: “If the Scriptures be regarded as 
a record of this revelation” (of God, italic 
curs)—casting doubt on this, as is also 
done in many other places. The virgin 
birth is watered down by such a statement 
as that its “root meaning. . . is that Jesus 
Christ is no mere accident of history.” 
Of Christ is is similarly stated, “whatever 
He was or was not” (italic ours). The 
implication is clear. There is no doubt a 
mine of useful information in the volume, 
and it is attractively bound, printed and 
illustrated; but its basis and approach 
should be clearly understood.

Rediscovering Jesus, by Jack Finne- 
gan.

The title of the 
book is rather unhappy. “Discover” means 
to uncover something hidden; to rediscover 
something means to again uncover. 

The question should be asked, When did 
any sinner discover Christ? Christ de- 
clared that the Son of Man came to save 
the lost. Again we ask, How can the lost 
sinner discover Christ? If he loses Him, 
how can He be rediscovered? Paul declared 
that faith comes by hearing, by hearing 
the Word of God. 

It would be much better for the leaders 
of youth to help them into the personal 
experience of the grace of God in Christ 
by the Bible way of faith and regenera- 
tion. Failure to see this leaves the author 
to such unhappy statements as, “Is it pos- 
sible that the situation itself created the 
religion which emerged, and that the very 
strength of men’s hopes led them to imag- 
ine that a figure had appeared who ful- 
filled those hopes” and expressions such 
as “adventure of immortality.”

The Preacher and His Preaching, by 
Alfred P. Gibbs. 

This unique book on preaching and the 
preacher is distinguishable from others on 
the same subject because of its approach. 
It is for all who feel led to preach the 
gospel whether under ecclesiastical aus- 
pices or less formally. It is by a “non- 
professional” and very able minister of 
the Word...as we would judge him from 
this book. 

The subject unfolded here has been dealt 
with in a simple but vivid way, untram- 
meled by theological terminology. The 
fourteen page outline with which the book 
opens constitutes a “sampler” of the good 
things within and also a guide to sys- 
tematic study of the theme. Some of the 
aspects of homiletics have been omitted, 
no doubt purposely, but just about all a 
would-be preacher needs is to be found 
within these 441 pages. 

On the subject of “The Preacher’s Quali- 
fications” there are four chapters covering 
73 pages. However, more is found on this 
theme in other parts of the book, especially 
that dealing with the delivery of the 
sermon. The author is as completely void 
of sectarianism as anyone could be, and 
he quotes and presents as examples men 
of such widely differing religious affilia- 
tions as Billy Bray, the Cornish Methodist; 
D. L. Moody, the evangelist to sa Bonar, 
the Scottish Presbyterian, and Dr. A. T. 
Schofield, the nerve specialist Dy ‘famous 
Harley Street (London) who was a Breth- 
ren Bible teacher. 

Other sections of the book deal with 
“The Preacher’s Call,” “The Necessity of 
Preaching,” “The Sermon Structure.” “The 
Types of Sermons, ” “The Preparation of 
the Sermon,” and “The Delivery of the 
Sermon.” A tremendous volume of mater- 
ial and a vast amount of experience has 
been crowded into comparatively small 
space. 

The comprehensive nature of this book 
makes it an excellent handbook for any 
eager soul seeking a knowledge of homi- 
letics. We have nothing but praise and 
commendation for the book in its every 
part. Young and old, experienced and 
novitiate all who want to preach 
or teach the Word ought to procure this 
volume. It will refresh the veterans and 
instruct the aspirants to the ministry of 
preaching.

The Modern Rival of the Christian 
Faith, by Georgia Harkness. 

Widely acknowledged to be one of the 
most brilliant women in American Method- 
ism today, the author, who holds the chair 
of applied theology at the Pacific School 
of Religion, has in this latest product from 
her pen presented a challenge to the 
Church that should provoke much search- 
ing of heart. 

The book is divided into three parts, with 
five chapters in each. In Part One, en- 
titled “Secularism and the Christian Faith,” 
the author sets forth the sharp contrast 
between the dominant secularism of the 
day and the pure. unadulterated message 
of the gospel. Part Two consists of a pene- 
trating analysis of rival secular faiths from 
the standpoint of their threat to Christian- 
ity; scientism, humanism, democracy, na- 
tionalism, racism, fascism, capitalism. and 
communism are successively appraised. In 
Part Three, under the heading “The Way 
Out,” Dr. Harkness challenges the Church 
to meet these hostile forces of secularism 
with a far more vibrant, dynamic, and 
aggressive brand of Christian faith and life. 
The book closes with this ringing sentence, 
“And with this New Testament faith kin- 
dling the souls of even a faithful minority 
of Christians in our day, secularism is 
doomed.” 

While there are not a few points where 
we find ourselves in disagreement with the 
author, who might well be classed as a 
conservative liberal, the volume as a whole 
is well worth reading and its basic message 
worth taking to heart and putting into 


action.

In putting out a reprint of this masterly 
work the publishers have rendered a real 
service to the cause of evangelical Chris- 
tianity. In the opinion of Dr. Wilbur M. 
Smith, “this is the only great work on 
Pauline eschatology in our language writ- 
ten in the twentieth century.” 

That the subject dealt with in this volume 
bristles with difficulties for the average 
Christian will be readily admitted. The 
doctrine of last things, perhaps because of 
inadequate treatment on the part of the 
spiritual leaders of the Church, has too 
often proved to be a happy hunting ground 
for extremists of all types. 

In refreshing contrast: to the super 
abundance of superficial and sensational 
literature in the field of eschatology, this 
work is a solid and weighty contribution. 
From his vast erudition the author is able 
to throw floods of light upon many obscure 
points and knotty problems. After a broad 
background study of the apostle’s basic 
points of view and of the thought world 
with which he was confronted, the author 
deals in a most scholarly way with Paul’s 
teachings on the Parousia, the man of 
sin, and the resurrection in its full sweep. 

Highly commendable as it is in every 
other respect, we are sorry to have to say 
that this book fails to do justice to the pre- 
millenarian teaching on the millennium, 
which it brands as unscriptural chiliasm. 
But after cautioning our readers against 
this regrettable weakness in an otherwise 
superb treatise. we have no hesitation in 
nipecawrvonenager | this book to all who seek 
a mastery of biblical eschatology.

SPEAK SHORT 

An experienced minister once said to a 
young brother: “Speak short. The people 
will tell you if you don’t speak long 
enough.” 

The counsel is good, good for speakers, 
and good for hearers, good for writers, 
and good for readers. Length without 
breadth and thickness is a very poor rec- 
ommendation in a sermon, a prayer, or 
a newspaper article. The power of con- 
densation, abridgment, and elimination 
of useless matter is greatly to be coveted. 

When a man has five minutes in which 
to speak, he will usually consume one or 
two of them in telling the people what 
he is “going” to say, or in informing them 
that he has “been thinking” of some- 
thing which he proposes to relate. 

If men who have something to say 
would say it, if those who have had 
thoughts would speak them, and those 
who have something to write would write 
it, omitting prefaces, introductions and 
useless and unmeaning remarks, much 
time and space would be saved with no 
loss to any one. But how hard it is to 
be brief! 

It takes gallons of sap to make a single 
pound of sugar, but the sweetness pays 
for the condensing. A little word said 
and remembered is better than any 
amount of weary, casual talk which men 
endure and gladly forget.

turned and looked on sinning Peter, and 
Peter went out and wept bitterly. 

These are great lessons for preachers. 
Poor may be our “crowing,” but if the 
Lord looks, that will do the business. At 
our best, we ministers can only be like 
that cock, bringing to the people’s minds 
the Word of the Lord. The effect of the 
Word in hearts must be by the power of 
His Spirit. 


+ Nore also that God does nothing in 
this world or in heaven apart from 
prayer. This is evident from the prayers 
of Christ and the place attached to 
prayer in the Scriptures. The personal 
prayer life of the minister is vital to the 
business of promoting a revival in Chris- 
tian hearts, homes, and congregations. 
And since going to God is the most es- 
sential of all a Chrictian’s duties, and 
since it is the most neglected, it is of 
paramount importance that ministers 
should lead in promoting prayer for re- 
vival in special revival prayer meetings. 

The secret of a real revival prayer 
meeting can be summed up in few words: 
vision, determination, and patience. Back 
in 1899, shortly after the death of D. L. 
Moody, Dr. R. A. Torrey called for a 
special night of prayer in the Lecture 
Room of the original building of Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago. The purpose 
was specific prayer for a world-wide 
evangelistic crusade, which he believed 
the Lord would have him undertake with 
Charles M. Alexander. 

He had received word from Christian 
leaders in Australia, who had expected 
Mr. Moody to conduct a campaign there. 
As a result of the great evangelist’s death, 
the anticipated meetings would probably 
have to be cancelled unless Dr. Torrey 
were willing to come for this particular 
campaign. 

That prayer meeting called by Dr. 
Torrey was a memorable one, and the 
world now knows how wonderfully God 
answered the petitions that were offered. 
Tens of thousands of God’s people all 
over the world also took up the burden 
for the Torrey-Alexander meetings, and 
followed Torrey with their prayers during 
the rest of his great campaigns. 

Dr. Torrey had a vision, and every pas- 
tor must have a vision of the need for 
revival blessing, or he will never promote 
revival. And the way to get this vision 
is to live in the Scriptures and discover 
what needs to be corrected, and how. 
Study, therefore, about the behavior 
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which “becometh godliness” and the 
things related thereto, stich as the con- 
sequences that follow in this life and the 
next the course of people good and bad. 
Do this until your heart comes under the 
power of divine revelation. Then begin 
on your membership. 

Revival preparation should begin, then, 
with the minister himself entering into 
his closet often, and on his knees before 
God praying for understanding of God’s 
Word concerning his present duty. Un- 
less a minister himself is revived, he will 
not be able to help promote revival in his 
congregation. D. L. Moody used to say: 
“Begin with yourself. See that you have 
a big fire in the pulpit,” by which he 
meant, of course, not the fire of carnal 
enthusiasm, but the fire of Pentecost. 


+ Next, find two or three likeminded 
men who share your yearning for a work 
of the Spirit of God in the hearts and 
homes of your congregation. Get them to 
meet with you in the Lord’s name, and 
He will be in your midst. Get these two 
or three to help you gather others. It is 
better to get ten men to work than to do 
the work of ten men. 


One lone woman at Manhattan, Mont., 
gathered one hundred people within 
twenty-four hours by phone and visita- 
tion. These came together for a morning 
of prayer. It is surprising what can be 
done by a few awakened souls. 


A revival prayer meeting was started 
in the Moody Memorial Church in 1930 
prior to the coming of Dr. H. A. Ironside 
as pastor of that church. It has continued 
every Saturday evening since then. Dur- 
ing my ten years as leader of this prayer 
meeting, attendance has been as good 
during sub-zero weather or when the 
temperature has been in the middle 
nineties as at other times. People have 
had a burden for prayer, and the meeting 
is now in its twenty-second year. 

In your revival prayer meeting gather 
people who are concerned for the salva- 
tion of loved ones, friends and neighbors, 
and those who have loved ones working 
for the Lord at home or abroad in diffi- 
cult places. Call in also Sunday school 
teachers and young people’s leaders, and 
all Christian workers, not forgetting reg- 
ular prayer meeting attendants. 

Mr. Moody gathered large groups of 
such people. He would say to them: “You 
want the Lord’s blessing upon your chil- 
dren and upon friends and neighbors. 
Come around on Wednesday night to the 
prayer meeting, and we will help you to 
pray for the Lord’s blessing upon them. 
Then, too, you will let people know you 
are on the Lord’s side and actively inter- 
ested in the work He wants done.” He 
gathered those who desired the salvation 
of souls. Appeal to this type of people, 
for they will certainly have the most 
interest in prayer.

kept to the fore along with God’s willing- 
ness to respond to the obedience of your 
group. Select hymns presenting the great- 
ness of God, the excellencies of Christ, 
the necessity for the work of the Holy 
Spirit, and the spiritual needs of people. 
Avoid hymns that begin with “I have” 
and “I am.” Even many good hymns do 
not fit in with the revival objective. 
Hymns that tend to make Christians 
think of the past and of the future 
rather than of present necessities will 
not meet the need. Employ hymns of 
worship, praise, prayer, and consecration. 

The Scriptures for revival services 
should be such as will produce a deep 
sense of the need for God’s grace and for 
His own work in hearts, homes, churches, 
and communities. Let prayers be new— 
not the common, habitual forms of 
prayer, but prayers for definite requests 
for things burdening the souls of the sup- 
pliants as a group rather than for matters 
of private concern. Let prayers be short, 
lest they discourage others who feel 
limited in ability to pray publicly. Ask 
that prayers be seasoned with thanks- 
giving and confession. Intersperse prayers 
with hymns so as to enliven the spirit of 
devotion. 

Be careful to keep the meetings en- 
tirely for revival prayer. Avoid topics of 
conversation inappropriate to this pur- 
pose. Report on the Lord’s doings, give 
echoes of blessed meetings, announce 
others to come, request prayer for under- 
takings needing God’s favor. Keep down 
criticism, murmuring, complaining. These 
will ruin prayer meetings. Encourage 
faith and edify, and you will have a good 
season of prayer. 

A monthly revival prayer meeting is 
best. Begin and close on time. Avoid visit- 
ing after the meetings, especially if held 
in homes, lest you disturb family order. 
Avoid everything likely to take the mind 
from the serious business at hand. 

Hold the meeting in the best room— 
usually a larger room than the one se- 
lected for weekly prayer meetings. I have 
found it advantageous to have revival 
prayer meetings in the church auditor- 
ium, conducting them like a regular 
Lord’s Day service. This not only raises 
the spirit of expectancy, but it encourages 
groups to come to the revival prayer 
meeting and to invite others to attend 
with them. 

See that the lighting is suitable and 
that ventilation is adequate. Let the serv- 
ice open cheerily, and end grandly. Let 
the closing hymn be one such as “All 
Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name” or “On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers,” or some hymn 
that has to do with the onward move- 
ment of the Church. 

Above all, see to it that your revival 
prayer meeting folk are kept conscious 
of God and of the excellencies of Christ; 
the necessities of the church, the needs of 
the community and the world, and have 
your people come burdened for revival. 
Then trust God to do great and mighty

his responsibility to the heathen. No 
longer could he work for his own profit, 
with dying souls all around him clamor- 
ing for the message of life. 

Last autumn Theodore set out for 
Moody Bible Institute. Because of visa 
hold-up, he was not able to board the 
plane on which he had intended to 
travel. His wait was well rewarded, how- 
ever, when he got on the next plane and 
recognized Youth for Christ leader Bob 
Pierce, who introduced him to S.I.M. 
friends in New York and later left him at 
Moody in Chicago. 

As Theodore is busy at MBI prepar- 
ing to enter full-time Christian ministry, 
he wonders how many other Christian 
young people would come to the same 
conclusion he came to if they also per- 
sonally saw the burden of mission lands. 
His conclusion is that upon him, a fol- 
lower of Christ, weighs the responsibility 
to respond to the need of unevangelized 
lands.

back seat in high school. How do I 

know? Because there are some keen, 

wide-awake young people I know 
who are living for the Lord and are not 
only popular with the crowd in school, 
but witnessing to them. 

Take Jerry, for example. Someone had 
the foresight to point out to Jerry that, 
just as foreign missionaries live and 
work among the savage tribes across the 
world, so should he live, work and play 
with his high school friends. So Jerry 
became a teen-age missionary. 

Of course, not one of the thousand 
students in his Seattle high school 
thought of him as that, but every one of 
them knew him and admired him for 
what he was. He had a big smile that 
was characteristic of his radiant per- 
sonality. His genuine interest in other 


(Jee se: do not have to take a 
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people made him a favorite and capti- 
vated many of his friends for the Sav- 
iour. 

Jerry looked on his crowd at school as 
a sort of tribe. Not savage, not naked or 
starving, but a tribe nevertheless. As a 
result of rubbing elbows with them every 
day, he knew they were starving for the 
truth about life in Jesus Christ, and he 
prayed for them as he watched them 
seeking satisfaction in the gods of 
glamor, sports, and popularity. 

Jerry realized that someone needed to 
let them in on the biggest news they’d 
ever heard—the “good news” of Jesus 
Christ. And he knew that it would take 
someone who shared their daily interest 
in hot rods, football, white bucks and 
cashmere sweaters. He decided to be that 
someone and he was. 

Sharing the gang’s interests and, in 


addition, making individuals interested 
in what he believed, was not always easy. 
It required more than good intentions or 
half-hearted ambition. Jerry had stand- 
ards and he stuck to his convictions, but 
to win friendships he had to be accepted 
by the crowd. It may sound impossible, 
but it worked for Jerry. 


+ You say Jerry’s the exception? Not at 
all. There’s Dave. Dave’s from another 
school—doesn’t even know Jerry. He’s 
not as gifted as Jerry, but made an ef- 
fort to fit in where he could. He played 
football, but was not a great player by 
any means. He likes football, is a con- 
sistent player, but more than that, Dave 
is concerned that his buddies on the 
team should know his Saviour. He’s will- 
ing to spend time around them so they 
will respect his life and be interested in 
his beliefs. 

There’s also a girl in Dave’s school by 
the name of Sonya. She’s not council 
representative, a cheerleader, or presi- 
dent of the athletic association, but the 
girls think Sonya’s O.K. When Girls’ 
Club plans a tea or the art department 
needs centerpieces made for the fall 
sports banquet, they can expect co-oper- 
ation from her. 

With an affirmative “Sure,” she'll 
screw up her dark eyebrows and con- 
tinue enthusiastically, “Let’s see, I’ve got 
an idea. All we’d need is some...” And 
away they go. Her enthusiasm is con- 
tagious. No wonder the girls like working 
on her committees. Her hard work us- 
ually means success. But to Sonya any 
project is a success if she can win friends 
who will like her well enough to be in- 
terested in Jesus Christ. And she has 
won them—many of them. 


+ Nort that it was all easy sailing for any 
of these missionaries—not a bit. Some- 
times they had to use plenty of wisdom 
and tact. Many times they couldn’t enter 
into certain activities, but they backed 
out gracefully. They knew their friends 
well enough to foresee problem situa- 
tions. If they surmised that an after- 
game drive for sundaes would end with 
a stop at some questionable place, their 
“Sorry, can’t make it” didn’t sound of- 
fensive. Neither did their inconspicuous 
absence from some events cause con- 
temptuous glances and wagging tongues. 

Because they held a respected active 
position in many areas of school life, 
the gang didn’t condemn them for 
choosing not to take part in all. Fact is, 
Jerry, Dave and Sonya had earned the 
respect of the gang...their lives had 
been watched, and what their friends 
saw paid off in interest in their way of 
life. 


+ Jerry and Dave, for instance, couldn’t 
afford to loaf at football practice. Lots 
of guys did, but they weren’t respected. 
Jerry and Dave didn’t lose their tempers 
with the opposing tackles or the referee, 
nor did they polish the apple with the 
coach who also taught US. history. 

Sonya didn’t enter into the malicious 
gossip that spread at the lunch table. 
She stated her opinions, but tried to 
contribute conversation of value. When 
the urge came to divulge the information 
she couldn’t help overhearing in gym 
class, she sank her teeth into her sand- 
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wich. She attempted to do a solid job 
on homework and turn in assignments 
promptly. When exams rolled around, 
she didn’t need to glance over the next 
person’s shoulder or pump the first 
period class for information. Who would 
listen to what a cheat said about true 
life? 

Jerry, Dave and Sonya had to watch 
their conduct in their date life too. The 
gang respected their standards even 
though they themselves didn’t keep 
them. Once the respect had been earned, 
then there were real opportunities to 
show the gang why they were what they 
were. The art department needed back- 
drops for the Christmas assembly. The 
paper wanted an article on the meaning 
of Easter. Even the composition on the 
Reformation for English or a speech in 
democracy on religions of the world gave 
a chance to explain the knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and His Word in a 
natural way. 

Most of all when their friends realized 
they were authorities on the subject that 
they themselves knew little about, they’d 
begin to ask questions. Then came the 
real opportunities and the young mis- 
sionaries were prepared to give the rea- 
son for their hope with assurance and 
clarity. That required a daily intake of 
spiritual food and an earnest talk with 
the Lord each morning. And they found 
the extra time spent that way equipped 
them for living in their high school and 
resulted in an inner glow that made their 
personalities attractive. 


+ PoLty, a tall, blond, poised Christian 
girl, found that out too. When her 
friends asked why she was so happy and 
successful, she told them about the Lord. 
She took them to informal meetings 
where they heard the gospel. Last I 
heard, a popular college crewman had 
trusted Jesus Christ because he was at- 
tracted by Polly’s life. 

If you're a teen-age Christian, you 
have a unique part in God’s program of 
“preaching the gospel to every creature.” 
Just as Jerry, Dave, Sonya and Polly... 
you’ll preach with your life... you’ll as- 
sociate with others because you love 
them—just as the Lord Jesus did. 

As a teen-age Christian you are a real 
missionary. Your present mission field is 
all picked out. You have a job to do 
that even the most well-trained minister 
cannot accomplish. The term is short 
and the job is great, but there can be 
real accomplishment and joy in living 
your life in high school for Jesus Christ.

Streetcar Singspiration

MMMM. Now that’s something!” a woman was overheard to remark 
as she stood watching some eighty young people clamber aboard a 
chartered streetcar in downtown Los Angeles. “If there were more young 
people like that, we’d have a lot less youth delinquency.” 

As far as can be learned, the idea of a “Streetcar Singspiration” originated 
with a youth group in Chicago. Word of its success drifted westward to 
Los Angeles. As a result, a group of young people from the city’s First 
Covenant Church arranged to try such an outing themselves. 

Huge signs had been painted labeling the car “Salvation.” Identifying plac- 
ards quoting scripture were also placed on the sides of the car. 

Ally Nelson, chairman of the group, had made the reservations and charted 
the course. James O’Donne, the motorman, complied with instructions and 
piloted the big yellow streetcar north through the business district to Second 
Street where he turned into Svring Street and headed south. 

Eighty jubilant voices sang their testimonies as the journey progressed. 
“T’ve Got a Mansion,” “Onward, Christian Soldiers.” “Christ for Me,” “Lord, 
Keep Me Shining for Thee” could be heard by thousands of pedestrians and 
home dwellers. 

On south, they went—to Jefferson, Santa Barbara, Leimert Boulevard and 
Crenshaw. The end of the line and the brief stop-over at Broadway and 
Hawthorne meant refreshments, which had been prepared previously. 

Glen Carlson, chairman of the social committee, appropriately attired as 
a vendor, called out, “Hot dogs,” “Soda pop,” “Popcorn,” “Candy,” as he 
made his way up and down the aisles. As though encouraged by the food, 
the group continued to sing, “Christ is the Answer,” “Since Jesus Came 
into My Heart” and other songs. 

Pastor Clarence Anderson had made arrangements with the Los Angeles 
Times to cover the tour, and the paper surprised everyone by sending two 
reporters to ride with the group and take pictures of the singspiration. 

Besides the throngs who that evening saw and heard the young people, 
over half a million people received the witness through the daily paper, 
where a large section of an entire page was given to pictures and a news 
report. 

“It was one of the most orderly groups ever seen,” The Times reported. 
“No one tightened the brake in the rear of the car. Nobody broke down the 
seats. Papers and bottle caps were carefully gathered and placed in re- 
ceptacles.” The account spoke of the purpose of the outing and quoted the 
titles of songs sung. 

The car pulled into its destination at 11:00 p.m. Three hours had elapsed; 
better yet, an evening of testimony, song and good clean fellowship had 
been enjoyed!

Let's Begin 
at the 
Beginning

OU probably know from personal ex- 
perience how pride and stubbornness 
can balloon a slight misunderstanding 
into the beginning of the end of a 
beautiful friendship. It doesn’t take long 
for what began as a friendly conversa- 
tion to turn into a warm discussion, then 
become a heated argument, and finally 
boil over like an erupting volcano, 
scorching everything in its path. Some- 
times, however, before the combatants 
separate, vowing never to speak again, 
one has the common sense to say, “Wait 
a minute; let’s approach this problem 
sensibly. Let’s begin at the beginning.” 
For centuries a subject which has been 
sure to produce verbal fireworks is the 
relationship of the Bible to science. In 
the past hundred years or so introduc- 
tion of the modern theory of organic ev- 
olution has had about the same effect as 
pouring a can of kerosene on a bonfire. 
Many persons on both sides of the ques- 
tion find it impossible to view the subject 
objectively and without prejudice. In ad- 
dition, this is a debate rife with miscon- 
ception and misunderstanding. Here is 
a place where we must call a halt and 
say, “Let’s begin at the beginning.” 


+ One false impression that should be 
corrected is the attitude that the theory 
of evolution has been scientifically dem- 
onstrated as fact. This is not true. Evo- 
lution was advanced as a theory, and it 
remains to this day an unproved hypo- 
thesis. True scientists, even though evo- 
lutionists themselves, are frank to admit 
that fact. 

Actually today the vanguard of science

is abandoning evolution even as a plaus- 
ible theory. The premises of evolution 
remain unproved and the facts of science 
definitely contradict some of them. Fur- 
thermore, the constant revision and 
adaptation of the theory from the or- 
ganic evolution of Darwin to the emer- 
gent evolution of Bergson, itself consti- 
tutes an admission that the position is 
still hypothetical. 

Again, many people wrongly believe 
that evolution is the scientific alterna- 
tive to the biblical doctrine of the crea- 
tion of the universe in 4004 B.C. This is 
not true. 

First, remember that the biblical doc- 
trine of creation is not tied to any date. 
The year 4004 B.C. (the suggested date 
for the creation of man and not the 
creation of the universe) is a human 
calculation and not part of God’s in- 
fallible Word. 

Second, remember that any factually 
demonstrated evidence from the sciences 
of geology, archaeology, anthropology, 
astronomy, chemistry, or physics as to 
the age of the universe can be harmo- 
nized with the biblical account of cre-

ation in Genesis without doing violence 
to either. 

Third, remember that the biblical doc- 
trine of creation is not restricted to the 
first two chapters of Genesis. Conse- 
quently, creation cannot be explained as 
a mythological appendage and removed 
like an appendix without harm to the 
body of revelation. The concept that 
God created the material universe by 
divine directive is reflected throughout 
the Word of God (Job 38:4-7; Ps. 19:1; 
Isa. 40:26; John 1:3,10; Acts 14:15; 
17:24-29; Rom. 1:19,20; Col. 1:16; Heb. 
1:2). This doctrine cannot be extracted 
from the Bible or denied without destroy- 
ing the authority of the Bible itself. 

Finally, people generally accept evolu- 
tion as the scientific explanation of ulti- 
mate origins. This is not true. In the 
final analysis evolution does not even 
touch on the question of ultimate origins, 
for, strictly speaking, it is only a theory 
of development to explain the present 
state of things in its relationship to a 
prior-existing state of things. 

Since this explanation is made on the 
basis of the working of resident forces 
and does not deal with the question of 
ultimate origins, it is invariably tied with 
some atheistic viewpoint such as spon- 
taneous generation or the eternal exist- 
ence of matter. A third alternative prev- 
alent today is agnosticism, the belief 
that neither the existence nor nature of 
God or origin of the universe can be 
known. This is basically unsatisfactory. 

The bankruptcy of evolution is be- 
coming increasingly apparent. More and 
more, scientists such as Eddington and 
Jeans are frankly admitting that the 
whole biblical account of creation is a 
true and accurate statement in the lan- 
guage of common life of what occurred, 
and is harmonious with scientific facts. 
To the inquirer who says, “Let’s begin at 
the beginning,” the only satisfying con- 
clusion is—‘“In the beginning God cre- 
ated... ” (Gen. 1:1).

This Business of Growing Up

HAT makes a person grow up? Certainly not age alone, 

for in most any church one finds some adults who have 

never grown up and some young folks who are very 

grown up. What makes the difference? It is a matter of 
vital interest to your group and one which often causes them 
anxiety and turmoil. So let’s see if we can’t analyze this 
business of growing up enough to help them with it. We sug- 
gest this month that you take the following material and 
arrange it each week to fit your particular group. 


Growing up Physically 

Long before most adolescents are aware of the emotional, 
intellectual, and spiritual processes involved in growing up, 
they are awakened to the physical changes going on inside 
them. Most of them nowadays get instructions at school or 
home which help them understand these changes, and we 
are not suggesting that you deal with them. But there are 
several very important problems hinging on physical develop- 
ment which should be discussed in the light of Christian 
ideals. 

1. The acceptance of these changes. Many adolescents are 
tormented by the realization that they are developing con- 
trary to their dreams of ideal adulthood. A fellow who lives 
for athletics may discover that his physique is developing con- 
trary to his dream. The popular worship today of beauty, 
glamor, and sports makes every teen-ager overly eager to 
meet the standards, and painfully sensitive to his slightest 
inability to do so. We can help them in three important ways: 
(1) by being very sympathetic to their feelings; (2) by very 
carefully and tactfully helping them to see the real unim- 
portance of these physical idols in comparison with the 
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truly important areas of development; and (3) by helping 
them see that God made their bodies with a very marvelous 
pattern in mind and for His own incomparable plan for their 
lives. 

2. The acceptance of their masculine or feminine roles. 
Everyone has. known some fellow who could not seem to “act 
like a man,” and some girl who persisted in imitating mas- 
culine ways. Most of these cases are due to deep-seated 
anxiety that they cannot measure up to what is expected of 
them as men and women. Suggestions 1 and 3 apply here 
plus reassurance concerning the Lord’s enabling. 

3. The control of new appetites and feelings. This is probably 
one of the greatest problems our teen-agers face, whether 
from Christian homes or not. Everywhere about them the 
philosophy is indulgence, expression, and it appeals very 
much to their own natural inclinations. Forbidding does not 
answer their problems. Nor is it possible to set down three 
easy rules for doing so, but we hope the discussions this month 
and next will help. 

The Bibic excels as a source for helps in meeting these 
problems, but you’ll not find them indexed. The solutions are 
wrapped up in and with God’s great gift of regeneration 
and new life; and by understanding what God has done 
for them, our young folks can better find the answers to this 
business of growing up. Psalm 139 is fine on our physical 
origin. Isaiah 45:5-13 and Matthew 6:25-34 are important. 
Other pertinent verses are Colossians 1:16-20; I Corinthians 
8:6; 3:16, 17; 6:19. Two valuable books are God and You by 
Dr. A. I. Brown, Designed Products Inc., 4816 Harrison St., 
Chicago, and Heirs Together by Dr. Capper and Dr. Wil- 
liams, Intervarsity Christian Fellowship, Chicago. 
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Growing Up Emotionally 

Adolescents often find themselves liv- 
ing in a whirl of mixed emotions, many 
new, some newly potent. They boil, 
seethe and surge, producing tremendous 
energy which the adolescent usually does 
not know how to utilize or control. We 
must help them apply this emotional 
energy to the driveshaft lest it escape 
through the whistle or build up sufficient 
pressure to result in an explosion. 

Here are a few of the most common 
emotional pitfalls of teen-agers: 

1. Longing for independence from par- 
ents coupled with a certain amount of 
fear of the responsibilities of independ- 
ence. 

2. The need to feel accepted by the 
crowd; the fear of being different. 

3. Overstimulation of emotions through 
movies, certain literature and music, 
dancing, and petting. While Christian 
young people to a large extent are 
sheltered from some of these, they are 
not immune. Sometimes the very fact 
that they have been sheltered makes 
them more susceptible when they grow 
older. That is why great wisdom is 
necessary in the sheltering process. 

Overstimulation of emotions is a dan-

ger in some religious and evangelistic 
meetings. One finds young folks every- 
where who have been driven away from 
church and from the Lord by some sad 
experience of having their religious emo- 
tions all aroused, then left without any 
real knowledge of salvation. 


4. Submerged emotions are hard to 
detect, but can usually be drawn out by 
skillful counseling. The most common of 
these are resentments, fears, guilts and 
unpleasant events which the individual 
has tried to push out of his mind. In 
serious cases they may lead even to 
insanity. 

To avoid emotional difficulties, every 
teen-ager needs to: (1) keep in good 
physical health; (2) avoid excessive 
emotional stimulation; (3) develop 
healthy and varied interests; (4) intel- 
ligently direct the energy of emotions 
into worthwhile activities; (5) organize 
his interests into a unity, around Christ. 


In religion, as in every other area of 
life, emotion is never a proper end or 
goal, but merely a driving force. Where 
emotion is made central in religion, the 
results are chaos and confusion. We must 
make a distinction between emotion as 
an attempt to find God, which is mysti- 


cism, and emotion as the response after 
finding God. Instruction and faith are 
the right approach to God. They clear 
away the sin-produced emotions of fear, 
guilt, hate, etc., and produce the Chris- 
tian emotions listed in Galatians 5:22 
23. 

The study of what the Bible has to say 
about emotions might well occupy 4 
lifetime, without exhausting the wealth 
of wisdom which so far surpasses any- 
thing that psychologists have yet dis- 
covered. Yet one must be careful to ap- 
proach what the Bible says without 
false preconceived ideas about emotions, 

A fascinating study for your group is 
the emotions of the person without 
Christ as contrasted with the emotions 
made possible to a person who has 
Christ. Use your concordance and make 
a study of such words as heart, fear, 
joy, peace, guilt and so on, in the Bible. 
If at all possible use a blackboard to 
set down this tremendous contrast in a 
way your group can never forget.

BELIEVE that in many cases, God 
deals with people in spite of us, rather 
than because of us. Like in the case 
of my father— 

During my college days, I was very 
anxious to win my father to Christ. 
Since he had always been very mild-tem- 
pered toward me, I felt bold enough to 
talk to him much more often than I did 
to other members of my family. 

Therefore, whenever I went home on 
vacation, I snatched every opportunity 
available to speak to him about Christ. 
If he spoke about war, I edged in with 
the fact that there is no peace without 
Christ. If he mentioned some trouble 
with the car engine, I twisted his own 
words into an illustration of Christianity. 
If he mentioned a good book, I told him 
that the Bible was the only really impor- 
tant book. 

I must have been awfully dense to keep 
on as long as I did without realizing 
what was happening. After three years 
of my preaching, arguing, and vehement 
exhortations, my father got totally dis- 
couraged and lost all desire to carry on 
conversations with me. He told all our 
relatives and friends that I had gone 
“religion crazy.” 


+ Ar first I was bitter, and attributed his 
reaction to sinful disobedience against 
Christ. However, the Lord began to deal 
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with me also, showing that I had not dis- 
played Christlike love or friendship to- 
ward my father. My actions had indi- 
cated to him that I was not interested in 
him as a person, but only as someone to 
preach at. Maybe even a Christian would 
have grown tired of such constant bom- 
bardment. 


I saw my misguided enthusiasm as a 
mistake. I had not only turned him, but 
a number of other people, away from the 
Lord. So I asked the Lord to help me 
to change and to witness in a better way. 


It so happened that just at that time, 
a situation came up during which Dad 
and I made a number of short journeys 
together. This was my opportunity to 
show a different attitude. So, with the 
Lord’s help, I began to try to appreciate 
my Dad’s pointless jokes. His car was a 
pet subject of his, so even though I’m not 
very interested in cars, I listened to all 
his comments and even asked him ques- 
tions. We talked together about his boy- 
hood days, about how many tons there 
were in various haystacks, about how 
stubborn my uncle was. I sewed up a 
tear in his trousers. I read some pas- 
sages to him from a humorous book, and 
listened to him read some favorite spots 
from a book he was reading. 


+ ALTHOUGH he responded immediately 


to my new approach, it took almost as 
long to fully correct my mistake as it did 
to realize it. However, at this time, Dad 
takes an entirely different attitude to- 
ward me. When he comes home at night, 
he loves to tell me everything that has 
happened to him during the day. Some- 
times we sit up and talk about things in 
general—politics, Christmas plans, the 
war, the house. 


Not that I don’t witness to him. I 
quite often bring in the Bible viewpoint 
on various ideas and even introduce the 
subject as such. The difference is that I 
present it as a viewpoint, not a sermon, 
and Dad is quite willing to listen. In 
fact, he even asks me questions about the 
Bible, for he knows that when we're at 
the end of the subject, we’ll stop talking. 


Yes, I had made a terrific mistake. 
But the Lord was gracious to continue to 
work with me and help me to change, 
and to deal with my father in spite of 
me. One day Dad shocked me and a 
gathering of non-Christian relatives by 
stating that he thought the Bible was 
true. He pointed to me. “She’s ex- 
plained a lot of things to me,” he said, 
“and I understand it now. Besides, she’s 
got something that the rest of us haven’t 
got.” 

Someday, I’m sure, there’ll be a still 
happier ending to this story of my mis- 
take—when my father acknowledges his 
mistake and accepts Christ as his Lord 
and Saviour. 
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
